Here we go again: South by Southwest 2011

We are deep into South by Southwest preparations as the 
event kicks off in just two weeks - on Friday, March 1 1 - and 
then runs for 10 days. Calling this column an advertorial 
would almost be flattering it. It is a straight-out, pedal-to-the- 
metal slam, a roller coaster car having climbed the highest 
loop of tracks and now heading straight down fast, and there’s 
nothing that is going to stop it. 

Anyone following the ongoing misadventures chronicled 
in this column is probably aware that the author is either in 
a somewhat deteriorating mental state or is at least acting as 
though he is. I bring this up because my predilection for going 
online, reading some snarky attack on SXSWJ and then obsess- 
ing over it for some amount of time is well-known. The SXSW 
and Chronicle staffs probably couldn’t care less about what 
topics I’m obsessing about, except for the fact that I frequently 
share my feelings with them - more in a whining, lectur- 
ing kind of way than as a participatory discussion. 

Over the years, the staff has made it as clear as it 
can that it is very unhealthy for me to read online 
comments, so I shouldn’t do it. If, despite staff 
members’ wise advice, I do read such comments, 
then the least I can do is shut up. Per the staff’s 
wishes, I have no idea what is currently being 
said about SXSW online. In the past, however, 
almost invariably someone would post a comment 
or send us a letter about how many different things 
he or she planned to do during SXSW They usually let us 
know not only what a great time they’re planning on having 
but that they are going to do it in such a way that not a penny 
of theirs will go into SXSW coffers. 

This is supposed to be something that will drive us crazy 
- being deprived of revenue. Over time, some of us at SXSW 
have been two-dimensionalized into straw men. According 
to some, we don’t care about music or any other media; we 
don’t care about Austin, because all we really care about is 
making more and more money. Making Scrooge McDuck 
seem like St. Francis of Assisi and recasting Hetty Green, the 
Witch of Wall Street, as very much Mother Teresa-like, the 
SXSW greed-crazed mob robs children of their change. In 
this glare, evidently just getting us to think about not gather- 
ing every coin out there should make us mad-crazed with 
frustrated greed. Thus, by telling us this, they are causing us 
pain. Except I think it is great to hear that people can have 
a terrific time during SXSW without spending very much 
money. In my life, I had no money for decades longer than 
I’ve had some money. 


When we are cast as such villains, it’s like the experience of 
mulling over in your head something someone said or wrote 
with which you strongly disagree; you drift into an ongoing 
reverie wherein you argue the offender into the dust, brilliantly 
lacerating the offending arguments. Sometimes you take them 
apart with such wit and logic that you almost feel sorry for 
their stunted and inarticulate defenses. You have leveled them. 
This, of course, only within your own head. 

There are so many reasons we put on SXSW, and it is so 
wonderful to do that my disconnect between others’ assump- 
tions and my realities is severe. It is a business; businesses 
need to make money to survive. But when we started it, we 
had no idea whether it would be successful or not. Our 
motivation wasn’t, “Hey, this is a great way to make money.” 
Get real: The odds were against us. The motivation was we 
thought SXSW could be a terrific event and a great party 
useful to those in the music business. And we hoped 
it would someday make some money. 

We love to stage events. Among us there is 
a passion for throwing parties; we love to bring 
people together, and we dig almost all media. 

If someone is having a great time, that’s 
the idea. 

Rationally, I don’t expect that writing any of 
the above will change anyone’s mind. Actually, I 
think it will be grist for the explosive spit take at how 
stupid we must be to believe anyone is dumb enough to 
buy what we’re selling. But for so many others of you, I wanted 
to offer a bit of our perspective. 

Austin Music Awards and Poll Results 

The 2010-11 Austin Music Awards show will be on Saturday, 
March 19, at the Austin Music Hall. The 29th annual awards 
show, beginning at 7:09pm sharp, is the ending celebration for 
SXSW Music 2011. 

The lineup this year includes singer-songwriter Sahara Smith 
(Myth of the Heart ) accompanied by Will Sexton; legendary 
Eighties country band the Wagoneers featuring Monte Warden 
with special guest Joe Ely; Bubble Puppy, one of the most sto- 
ried bands from those wild psychedelic times now long past 
(“Hot Smoke & Sasafrass”); the Bright Light Social Hour; and 
the Meat Puppets with Roky Erickson. Finally, there will be a 
concert-length closing set from Mother Falcon. 

For several decades now, The Austin Chronicle has published 
the results of its annual Music Poll on the first Wednesday of 


the South by Southwest Music Festival. The Chronicle issue for 
that week was always a giant music issue that included the poll 
results as well as extensive SXSW Music coverage. The issue was 
published on Tuesday, and Downtown distribution began on 
Wednesday evening. The rest of distribution was finished on 
Thursday, the day on which the Chronicle is normally distributed. 

During almost all of that time, the Austin Music Awards 
show honoring the poll’s winners occurred on Wednesday 
night, the first night of the SXSW Music Festival. 

Last year, for a number of reasons, we moved the Austin 
Music Awards show a few days over, to the Saturday night of 
SXSW Music. Still, the poll results appeared in the regular issue 
of the Chronicle that was distributed on the Thursday preceding 
the show. 

The sense of celebrating the community and honoring musi- 
cians, as well as the overall fun and traditionally great music of 
the show, was all there, but the evening was drained of some of 
the excitement and suspense usually associated with it. This year 
The Austin Chronicle issue with a street date of March 18 will be 
a SXSW Music issue, but it will not contain the poll results. 

Instead, the results will be posted online on the evening of 
Saturday, March 19, concurrent with the Austin Music Awards 
show. The results will be printed in the Chronicle that comes 
out the week after SXSW, with a street date of March 25. 

The Austin Music Awards are presented by The Austin 
Chronicle and SXSW and co-sponsored by 93.3 KGSR Radio 
Austin and the Art Institute of Austin. The event is a benefit for 
the SIMS Foundation. This year, the Music Awards show will 
air live on America’s longest continuously running community 
television station, channelAustin (Channel 10). 

Tickets will be on sale at Waterloo Records starting Feb. 25. 
Cost is $15 in advance and $20 the night of the show. Your 
SXSW badges and wristbands include entry to the Austin 
Music Awards. 

SXSW Free 

As with every year, there are free events all over town 
sponsored by SXSW SXSW FREE 2011 kicks off with 
SXSW ScreenBurn, the video-game element of the SXSW 
Interactive Festival that merges the new media, music, film, 
and video-game industries all in one place - at the Austin 
Convention Center. The event is free and open to the public 
Friday, March 11, from 2 to 6pm, and Saturday-Sunday, 
March 12-13, noon-6pm. 

The free shows at the Auditorium Shores stage on Lady Bird 
Lake, as always, offer across-the-board strong music bills. 

This week brought the announcement of the Strokes’ 
scheduled performance for Thursday, March 17. Announced 
for Friday, March 18, are: 6pm, Suzanna Choffel; 7pm, World 
Party; and 8pm, Blue October.

During the afternoon of Saturday, March 19, 
the show will be family-friendly, with Ozokidz 
at 1 :30pm and MarchFourth Marching Band at 
2:30pm. Then the lineup continues: 3:30pm, 
Kurt Vile & the Violators; 4:30pm, Man Man; 
5:30pm, Middle Brother; 6:30pm, the Felice 
Brothers; 7:30pm, Bright Eyes. 

The second SXSW weekend is during SXSW 
Music. At the Convention Center, there will 
be the Texas Guitar Show and the Flatstock 
29 poster show, both of which will be free 
and open to all. The Texas Guitar Show is 
an insane, instrument-centered buy-sell-trade 
event. The Flatstock poster show is run 
in conjunction with the American Poster 
Institute and features unique concert posters 
from some of the biggest artists on the globe. 

Visit www.sxsw.com/collectors for hours of 
operation and more info about these excit- 
ing exhibitions. 

In conjunction with the Austin Parks and 
Recreation Department, SXSW will offer 
two weekends of free events at the George 
Washington Carver Museum & Cultural 
Center (1165 Angelina). The weekend of 
March 12-13 features Film and Interactive 
events, and the weekend of March 18-20 
features Music events. Film events at Carver: 
Saturday, March 12: 10am-4:30pm, Youth 
Filmmaking Workshop With the Austin 
School of Film; 6pm-8pm, Texas High School 
Shorts Screening. 

New to SXSW Music Festival 

This year, SXSW Music Festival showcases 
will begin on Tuesday, March 15, with nine 
venues hosting bands. 

Update SXSW Film 

Last year there were crowding issues at a 
number of SXSW screenings. Over the past 
year, we spent a lot of time planning how to 
minimize such problems for this year. 


SXSW is still going to sell Film passes, 
available at Waterloo Records (in-store only), 
but only a limited amount, about half of what 
we’ve sold in the past. We’ve added screens, 
but the price of $70 has stayed the same. 

This year’s theatres include: the State, 
the Paramount, the Vimeo Theater at the 
Convention Center, the Rollins Theatre at 
the Long Center, the Alamo Drafthouse at 
the Ritz, and the Alamo South Lamar. Also, 
SXSatellite will be at the Regal Arbor Cinema 
at Great Hills and the Regal Westgate. 

Passes allow entry to all SXSW films, 
subject to capacity. Since people holding 
passes are admitted after badge holders, they 
are ideal for the films in the larger venues, 
like the Paramount and Vimeo Theater at 
the Convention Center, and should often 
work at midrange venues like the State, the 
Rollins, and the SXSatellite venues. 

Important: It’s unlikely that passes will gain 
admittance for many, if any, of the screenings at 
the Alamo South Lamar or Alamo Ritz because 
they fill so quickly If these Alamo screenings are 
on the top of your list, we encourage you to buy 
a Film badge. 

This year, we introduce SxSatellite at the 
Regal Arbor in North Austin and the Regal 
Westgate to the south. The main idea behind 
this is to allow Austinites who would like to 
see some of the films playing in the Festival 
to have access to them without having to 
drive Downtown. The programming at the 
Westgate and Arbor won’t be exclusive but 
complementary to what is being featured 
in the rest of the Festival. The idea is not to 
introduce new films but to give local mov- 
iegoers a chance to see SXSW Film Festival 
programming. 

Austin Film Society 2011 
Texas Film Hall of Fame 

Not officially associated with SXSW, the 
Austin Film Society presents the 2011 
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Texas Film Hall of Fame on Thursday, 
March 10, 2011, at Austin Studios Stage 5 
(1901 E. 51st). This year, honorees include 
Rip Torn and Renee Zellweger. Friday Night 
Lights will receive the Star of Texas Award, 
to be accepted by Connie Britton and Kyle 
Chandler with Brad Leland, Jesse Plemons, 
and Dana Wheeler-Nicholson. The Rising 
Star Award will go to John Hawkes, best 
known for playing Sol Star in Deadwood 
and Teardrop in Winter’s Bone, for which 
he’s been nominated for an Academy 
Award, a Screen Actors Guild Award, and 
an Independent Spirit Award, all in best 
supporting actor categories. 

Spoon will be honored for their work on 
soundtracks. A lot of their songs have been 
featured on such TV shows as Veronica Mars, 
Scrubs, Chuck, The Simpsons, Numb3rs, How 
I Met Your Mother, and the pilot episode of 
Bones; “Take a Walk” was featured on the 
soundtrack to the video game Matt Hoffmans 
Pro BMX 2; and “The Underdog” was used 
in Cloverfield, as well as being featured in 17 
Again and I Love You, Man. “The Infinite Pet” 
was used in (500) Days of Summer. 

The evening’s emcee is comedian and writer 
Wyatt Cenac. Among the presenters will be 
filmmaker Jeff Nichols and columnist Liz 
Smith. Finally, special guests include Thomas 
Haden Church, Catherine Hardwicke, Richard 
Linklater, Luke Wilson, and Mike Judge.

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STAFF AND VOLUNTEERS UNFAIRLY 
PORTRAYED 

Dear Editor, 

As one of several hundred volunteers at the 
Town Lake Animal Center, I wanted to respond 
to the animal welfare article in this week’s 
Chronicle [“Safety Net or Dead End?,” News, 
Feb. 18]. I thought TLAC came off relatively 
well, but I did want to mention that “no kill” is a 
confusing term that, I’m guessing, most readers 
might not fully understand - I certainly didn’t 
understand it prior to volunteering at TLAC. 
Many of TLAC’s partner organizations may call 
themselves “no kill,” meaning that they don’t 
euthanize any animals ever, but that obscures 
the fact that these organizations refuse to take 
in numerous animals in the first place. That’s 
where TLAC comes in: TLAC is a “no-refusal” 
entity, and takes in any animal (canine, feline, 
porcine, bovine, etc.) brought to the shelter. 
Then, as the spaces fill up, the wrenching deci- 
sion to euthanize is considered. Then, after 
all options are exhausted - after all of TLAC’s 
partner organizations (including Austin Pets 
Alive!) have been unable to find a home for 
the animal - then and only then is the animal 
euthanized. Maybe I’m missing something, but 
in my two years as a volunteer, I’ve seen nothing 
but dedicated, compassionate staffers at TLAC 
who show that they appreciate every bit of help 
that comes their way from volunteers, partner 
organizations, and the general public. I was sur- 
prised to see that we humans working on behalf 
of animals were being characterized as vicious 
animals ourselves in this article.

From four legs to four wheels: Austin-based 
Formula One United States Grand Prix has 
appointed Steve Sexton, former CEO of 
Churchill Downs, as its new president. 


Monday marked what would 
have been the 75th birthday 
of the late Barbara Jordan, 

Texas’ first black senator 
and the first Southern black 
woman to serve in the U.S. 
House. To commemorate 
her trailblazing achieve- 
ments, the U.S. Postal 
Service has chosen Jordan 
as this year’s Black 
Heritage stamp honoree. 


Columbus Adams called last week for Gov. Rick Perry to grant clemency to his son, Timothy Adams, who was sentenced to death in 
2003 for the murder of his infant son, Timothy Adams Jr. Despite pleas from the family, faith leaders, and even three jurors from the 
sentencing hearing, Timothy Adams was denied clemency and was executed on Tuesday. 


U.S. House Republicans voted Feb. 18 to defund 
Planned Parenthood, a move that, if imple- 
mented, would effectively deny millions of 
Americans access to cancer, diabetes, and ane- 
mia screenings; STD testing; contraception; and 
flu and tetanus vaccines. Texas lawmakers are 
also taking aim at the agency; see “Defunding 
Planned Parenthood,” p.24. 

Republican think-tank the Texas Public Policy 
Foundation is proposing replacing the current 
Medicaid system with a sliding-scale system of 
subsidies to encourage people below 175% of 
the federal poverty level to buy private health 
insurance. The big winners under such a mea- 
sure? The health insurance industry. 

Republican Congressman Michael Burgess has 
stripped the “Doggett Amendment” from the feder- 
al EduJobs bill, in theory ending a stalemate 
between Congressman Lloyd Doggett and Gov. 
Rick Perry. The Travis County Democrat penned 
the amendment last year to stop Perry from using 
education cash to backfill other parts of the bud- 
get, as he had done with the federal stimulus cash. 

"We are all Wisconsin now.” Several hundred 
union members and supporters joined a candle- 
light march from the Texas AFL-CIO headquar- 
ters to the Capitol on Monday, Feb. 21, in sup- 
port of Wisconsin public employees fighting to 
keep their right to collective bargaining. 

U.S. Attorney General Eric Holder announced 
Wednesday, Feb. 23, a reversal in the Obama 
administration’s stance toward the Defense of 
Marriage Act - declaring that the portion 
excluding same-sex couples from the definition 
of “marriage” is unconstitutional, and therefore 
the Department of Justice will no longer defend 
the law in court. 


Stop Me If You’ve 
Heard This One 

Can the mayor persuade Austin voters this is a real city?

Once more up the mountainside. 

I suppose it’s a bit hyperbolic to compare 
Austin’s serial flirtation with single-member dis- 
tricting to the labor of Sisyphus, but as Wells 
Dunbar points out this week (see “The Single- 
Member Situation,” p.26), each time the citizens 
have considered the matter in a municipal election, 
they’ve kicked the stone down the hill 
again. Yet paradoxically, SMDs have also 
been a perennial issue in City Council 
campaigns - neighborhood-based can- 
didates regularly run on platforms that 
include the notion of geographic repre- 
sentation, and garner much support on 
those grounds (one reason all current 
council members have come to endorse 
the idea, at least in principle). 

The central contradiction appears to be that the 
people who care about single-member districting 
care about it intensely - but the rest of Austin voters 
appear to be either indifferent or hostile to the idea. 
And, unless that first group can somehow find a way 
to engage and persuade that second group, the next

attempt, whether this year or next, is likely to suffer 
the same fate as all the others. 

The last time we actually voted on SMDs was 
2002. As Mike Clark-Madison reported at the time 
(see “Mapping the Changes,” April 5, 2002): “For 
reasons both noble and otherwise, voters who see in 
the green council a mirror of their own politics feel 
little reason to change, and as long as those 
voters dominate the total turnout, SMDs 
have a hard row to hoe. Even if we disre- 
gard the progressive tilt of the ‘central 
city voter’ as he or she now exists, the 
urban core has long been over-repre- 
sented on the city council.” He pointed 
out that historically, relatively few coun- 
cil members had lived east of 1-35, or 
indeed even east of MoPac. That’s changed 
somewhat in the ensuing years, but it remains true 
that “central city voters” have largely determined 
municipal elections, a process that becomes increas- 
ingly difficult to defend as the city continues to grow, 
this month officially at nearly 800,000.

TWO STEPS BRACKWARD The ongoing campaign to save the 
Lions Municipal Golf Course took a blow last week when the 
University of Texas System Board of Regents voted not to 
renew the city of Austin’s lease on the West Austin landmark. At 
their Feb. 18 meeting, the regents backed an earlier proposal 
from their Brackenridge Tract advisory body not to enter into 
any new negotiations when the current lease expires in 2019, 
and control defaults back to UT. The decision falls in line with 
the university’s highly controversial plan to remove the golf 
course, the Brackenridge Field Lab, and the existing graduate 
apartments from the 345-acre site and turn it into a new mixed- 
used development (“Muny Isn’t Part of UT’s Grand Plans,” June 
26, 2009). Opponents of the plan, such as the Save Muny group, 
have criticized UT for preparing to close the oldest desegregated 
golf course south of the Mason-Dixon Line and further reducing 
the amount of Downtown green space. - Richard Whittaker 


TIME FOR A TAX ROLLBACK ELECTION? Austin Independent 
School District Superintendent Meria Carstarphen added 
another 87 jobs to the list she wants to cut before the new 
school year, bringing the total to 1,104. Even prior to this latest 
escalation, announced on Feb. 21, Education Austin co-Presi- 
dent Ken Zarifis dismissed the district’s claims that it can 
restructure through natural attrition and then rehire staff for 
new positions, as it did during the 2003 reduction in force. 
“We’re in a very different landscape right now,” he said. “If they 
can hire 500 of the 1,017 back into the force, the district is 
going to be doing really well.” Rather than slash jobs, Education 
Austin is calling for trustees to do what they planned to do last 
fall - set a tax rollback election and ask voters to raise the 
property tax rate to offset falling property values. In 2010 the 
board refused to bring the issue to voters, claiming they would 
reject it because around half of all new money would go to the 
state under the “Robin Hood” education finance recapture 
rules. Zarifis rejected that argument and said, “If we go for a 
five-cent TRE now or we go for a five-cent TRE three years from 
now, we’re still going to be dealing with recapture.” The AISD 
board of trustees is scheduled to vote on a declaration of 
financial exigency, which will allow them to cut positions, on 
Feb. 28.

> MANSION FIRE BREAKTHROUGH 

Department of Public Safety investi- 
gators working to solve the June 8, 

2008, arson at the Governor’s 
Mansion said last week that they 
have found a link between the fire, 
which was sparked by a Molotov 
cocktail, and an Austin group associ- 
ated with a plan to use incendiary 
cocktails in an attack during the 
Republican National Convention 
in Minnesota that same year. 

Investigators said that after reviewing surveillance video record- 
ed around the mansion four days before the fire, they found 
images of a white Jeep Cherokee carrying passengers who were 
taking pictures of the mansion; investigators tracked down that 
Jeep and its passengers, all of whom have denied responsibility 
for the fire. Those individuals remain unnamed but are now con- 
sidered persons of interest, as is another man, depicted in a 
police sketch, who investigators believe tossed the cocktail at 
the mansion. Investigators will not say how long they’ve had the 
information about the link to the persons of interest, and have 
declined to comment on why they waited until now to release 
additional video footage of the crime. - Jordan Smith 
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WHAT THE SCAN REVEALED 

Spelman’s anti-airport scanner resolution can’t quite achieve liftoff

The chit hit the fan last week. 

The issue at City Council’s Wednesday work session was a 
proposal from Council Members Bill Spelman and Laura 
Morrison that would ask City Manager Marc Ott to communi- 
cate with Austin’s congressional delegation to determine wheth- 
er anticipated Advanced Imaging Technology body scan- 
ners at Austin-Bergstrom International Airport might create 
health risks for travelers. Part of the question concerned wheth- 
er the issue would be raised via Austin’s federal lobbyists - and 
whether this was an effective use of their time and the taxpay- 
ers’ money. When Council Member Randi Shade queried how 
much the lobbyists earn per hour, Governmental Relations 
Officer John Hrncir responded, “They get a lot per hour.” 

Or as Ott put it, “You only get so many chits.” 

But while money - and not just lobbyists’ salaries - 
became a big to-do at that meeting and at council’s 
full Thursday session, as with the so-called “porno- 
scanners,” debate over the item closely examined 
the limits of local-level intervention in federal 
issues on the part of both council and those lib- 
ertarian-aligned citizens who did the item’s spon- 
sors no favors. 

The scanner issue was clouded from the start 
with Spelman inserting Texans for Accountable 
Government’s anti-scanner screed into the debate. 

Shade called on Spelman to speak about the resolu- 
tion at the work session - which he did, confusingly enough, 
by offering TAG’S markup of his resolution. His language origi- 
nally called for working with the congressional delegation to 
ascertain potential health risks to the population from expo- 
sure to the relatively new scanners. That language didn’t go 
far enough for TAG, which (in an addendum to his resolution 
that Spelman shared with council) called for the city to 
oppose installation of the scanners at ABIA - a position 
Spelman himself didn’t advocate. He described TAG’S call as 
“primarily a symbolic gesture ... a resolution saying ‘we’re 
agin it.”' Apparently Spelman inserted the TAG materials 
because of a few additions he did support - explanatory lan- 
guage in the “whereas” clauses. But that also meant he 
spent lots of time walking back other language - like that 
calling to oppose use of security measures “effective or not 
... that violate civil liberties.” 

Ultimately, Spelman appeared unprepared, caught between 
those (e.g., TAG) who felt his resolution didn’t go far enough 
and others who worried it went too far. “I’ve just been itching 
to weigh in on this,” declared Mayor Lee Leffingwell, citing 
“very serious concerns” he had. “If you parse it out, it seems 
pretty innocuous,” he said, but on the whole he worried the 
feds could “come away with the sense that the City Council 
does oppose these particular measures,” with consequences, 


he worried, that could impact the federal dollars on which the 
airport is so dependent. 

Conceding it was “probably a tactical error” to even intro- 
duce TAG’S version of the resolution, Spelman forcefully dis- 
agreed with Leffingwell’s reading. “If the [Federal Aviation 
Administration] decides that we will not somehow get a grant 
as a result of asking a reasonable question, I think that’s just 
wrong.” Leffingwell stuck to his opinion: “It’s not the specific 
wording and parsing ... it’s the impression that it leaves - the 
sound bite that comes out of it.” Unsurprisingly, at council’s 
full meeting the next day, and despite protest from TAG, 
Spelman’s resolution failed by a 3-4 vote. (Sheryl Cole 
joined Spelman and Morrison in voting yes.) 

In Fact Daily’s Mike Kanin noted an interesting aspect of 
the new council process, if that’s what this is. With the 

parameters of the vote pretty plainly laid out in coun- 
cil’s Wednesday work session, “in the past,” prior to 
institution of the Wednesday sessions, “a negative 
head count might have been discovered long 


before meeting day, and the proposing Council 
member likely would have pulled a similar, 
doomed-to-failure resolution from the agenda” - 
an interesting interpretation that, intended or not, 
wades directly into the debate over whether small- 
group members’ meetings included vote counting. 

It’s also worth noting the growing impact of TAG 
and what it says about the state of citizen engagement at City 
Hall when a political fringe group can impact policy, even for a 
member as harried as job-juggling Spelman. While TAG has 
focused attention on council, it has been largely of the heated 
and symbolic variety, in realms in which council has limited 
jurisdiction - like FAA policy. And while TAG founder John Bush 
is a charismatic and effective speaker, he opposes local con- 
servation and sustainability measures, construing them as a 
supposed tentacle of the United Nations’ nefarious Agenda 
21 - a conspiracy whereby the forthcoming One World 
Government can more easily control the world’s dwindling 
resources. “If the links I’m about to present allude to thoughts 
of international conspiracies, that’s OK. They’re supposed to,” 
he told City Council in 2008, testifying against an energy con- 
servation initiative. That video is on TAG’S YouTube channel, 
along with videos of TAG member appearances on The Alex 
Jones Show, Bush and Co. questioning our chief sustainability 
officer about global population control, and more. 

Unless the general citizenry speaks out about real issues 
the council can actually do something about, those who make 
the most noise will get the most attention, and the rest of us 
will be left to endure the circus - and pick up the tab. 

Because, after all, chit happens. ■

That’s also an argument for letting the coun- 
cil itself grow - asking seven people to represent 
800,000 is an increasingly daunting request. 

The Art of Representation 

However, it’s also worth noting that some 
of the opposition to districting is a conse- 
quence of many Austinites’ lingering politi- 
cal nostalgia for “the way things used to be” 
(pick your antecedent era) - aka, Delusional 
Small Town Syndrome - combined with an 
increasingly libertarian-edged inclination 
that any government is too much (at least 
until somebody’s own ox is gored). More 
understandable are objections that geograph- 
ic districts reinforce factionalism (i.e., “ward 
politics”), an undeniable side effect that 
must be balanced against the equally under- 
standable desire of citizens to elect represen- 
tatives who are both accessible and account- 
able to their neighbors. 

Last go-round, in 2008 - when council nar- 
rowly declined to ballot the question - Dunbar 
sardonically reported one official’s opposition 
summation (see “Council Punts 
on Single-Member Districts,” 

Feb. 29, 2008): “MVP (Most 
Vitriolic Pontification) honors 
last night went to [then-Council 
Member] Brewster McCracken, 
who ended an overlong and 
inflammatory sermon against 
districts by wearily stringing 
together a collection of buzz- 
words: ‘redistricting, special interest, faction- 
al, pork-barrel ward-style politics.’” 

The more substantive objections are also 
the most intractable: most specifically that 
because of desegregation and population 
changes, it is now impossible to draw a con- 
firmed African-American district without 
using 14 seats (hardly an enormous govern- 
ing body, but still likely to cause Austin vot- 
ers to balk). Yet even without districts, we 
now regularly elect black representatives to 
council and elsewhere, and the corollary 
argument - that our current system now 
badly underrepresents Hispanic residents - 
seems irrefutable. 

Proponents of districting are reluctant to 
acknowledge its drawbacks, but it’s also true 
that there is no perfect electoral system, and 
we have to balance the dangers of sectional- 


ism against the need for adequate, account- 
able representation. It is amusing that some 
of the same folks supporting SMDs are cur- 
rently engaged in an Open Meetings chil- 
dren’s crusade - would reps elected from 
different neighborhoods also be forbidden to 
speak to one another privately and only lob 
shots in public? - but on balance, the city 
needs to recognize the inevitable growth it 
physically designed into council chambers 
and evolve toward a more representative and 
larger council system. 

Football or Franchise? 

All this said, there is no reason to feel con- 
fident that a change the mayor and the whole 
council are now said to support - and one 
that the Chronicle has regularly endorsed - 
has any better chance of passing this time 
than it did the last six. In late 2007, when I 
asked the Charter Revision Committee chair, 
Mayor Emeritus Gus Garcia, how the latest 
effort was going, he said Public Apathy 
seemed to be winning the day - five public 
meetings had elicited only 
seven unique witnesses. 
Maybe, Garcia said then, peo- 
ple are just “worried about 
other things: the Dallas 

Cowboys, traffic, Christmas 
shopping, I don’t know. But I 
think there’s no two ways about 
it: A city this size needs to have 
single-member districts.” 

That remains true - although six times the 
voters have impertinently decided otherwise. 
Barring some surprise in the scheduling, the 
city and the public now have roughly 18 
months to engage the matter once again. 
Perhaps next November, we’ll admit to our- 
selves that the sleepy capital and college 
town is indeed no more, and we need to take 
our rightful place among the grand cities of 
the day. Then again, maybe not - but may we 
hope, at least, that those partisans fully 
invested in the issue, on either side, would 
this time find a way to generate some persis- 
tent enthusiasm across the whole city and 
the voting public, so that whatever decision 
we make will finally express the full electoral 
and representative voice of Austin. 

Sure beats worrying about the hapless 
Cowboys. ■

the city wanted to, it is unclear that there is 
any legal way to provide money. More impor- 
tantly, education funding statewide is in a crit- 
ical mess, and the city is cautious about 
striking exclusive deals when everyone is suf- 
fering. As Leffingwell told the AISD delegation, 
“You’re not the only school district in Austin.” 
Nothing specific is on the table yet, but 
council and city staff are brainstorming. In 
his role as a Capital Metro board member, 
Council Member Chris Riley suggested that 
AISD and the transit agency work closer 
together, perhaps sharing facilities such as 
refueling stations. There also is talk of form- 
ing a closer collaboration with the Austin 
Police Department. Currently, AISD’s own 
police force employs 42 campus-based 
school resource officers, as well as canine 
and mounted units and support staff. The 
department is targeted to lose five positions, 
including three officers, as part of the threat- 
ened reduction in force, but not every school 
district has its own force. The Travis County 
Sheriff’s Office provides officers to four local 
districts - Del Valle, Eanes, Lake Travis, and 
Manor - under long-term contracts. 

Meanwhile, Education Austin co-Presi- 
dent Ken Zarifis said he was encouraged 
that the district is looking at alternative ways 
to raise or release funds other than just 
sacking staff, but he urged caution about the 
process. He said: “‘Efficiencies’ has become 
a bit of a buzz word, and it’s something that 
creates a bit of nervousness within the com- 
munity. When we’ve been talking about effi- 
ciency in AISD in the last couple of months, 
we’re talking about closing schools.” 

Potential city alliances are not the only 
partnership the district is discussing. In her 


Feb. 14 budget presentation to the AISD 
board, Carstarphen told trustees that, with 
no new state or federal revenue streams 
obvious or imminent, they’ll need to get bet- 
ter at talking to charitable trusts and grant- 
giving agencies. (She’s already walking that 
walk: When district staff announced her goal 
to shed 1,017 jobs before the new school 
year, she was in New York talking to potential 
benefactors.) She told council that the neigh- 
borhood schools activists need to back such 
funding innovation and develop “a solution 
orientation.” Just telling her “‘Don’t close my 
school’ ... that’s not really helping right 
now,” she said. 

However, the threat of school closures was 
what motivated council to get more involved 
in district affairs. It’s a fairly simple equation: 
The district is talking about closing schools 
in the urban core because its data indicates 
there are too few kids living in those atten- 
dance zones. At the same time, the city is 
trying to avoid urban sprawl, so it wants to 
make the city center as attractive as possi- 
ble. Council Member Sheryl Cole admitted 
she was pointing out “the elephant in the 
room” - how pivotal those schools are to the 
city’s anti-sprawl urban density plans. So the 
terms of the resolution about sharing long- 
term demographic data may be more signifi- 
cant than any immediate savings. 

The Congress for the New Urbanism has 
already praised the potential for better com- 
bined planning. In an open letter to the city, 
district, and county, CNU Central Texas Chap- 
ter President Sean Compton said that the 
current system of independent planning “left 
a ‘gap’ in responsibility.” But he was openly 
critical of school closure plans, saying, “The 
short-term saving created ... will have long- 
term negative consequences for property val- 
ues, the health of the central city, and our 
economic vitality.” - Richard Whittaker 


City is city, and schools are schools, 
and never the twain shall meet. That 
statement has proven pretty reliable in 
Austin for decades, but after City Council 
passed a resolution Feb. 17 instructing City 
Manager Marc Ott to work with the Austin 
Independent School District to “identify 
potential operational efficiencies and partner- 
ship opportunities,” that divide became a 
little more porous. 

Mayor Lee Leffingwell put a hole in the 
wall separating the two entities when he 
politely warned the district last month about 
the perils of its plan to close nine schools 
(See “Closing Schools Won’t Fix AISD Budget,” 
Jan. 21). And AISD stuck a crowbar in the 
crack when senior staff approached the city 


late last month about the district’s financial 
crisis. How far the city can go and what it is pre- 
pared to do were discussed during a Feb. 16 
council work session. AISD Superintendent 
Meria Carstarphen and board of trustees 
President Mark Williams, backed by AISD 
Chief Financial Officer Nicole Conley-Abram 
and Chief Counsel Mel Waxier, repeated the 
points of their well-polished budget presenta- 
tion: the threatened $9 billion cut from the 
state’s Foundation School Program, the 
end of the federal stimulus dollars, and the 
self-inflicted wound of refusing to adjust the 
tax rate to offset declining property values. 

Yet there’s little that council can do to tackle 
the short-term budget crunch. A straight cash 
injection appears to be off the table - even if 


Tuning In to Deaf Community 


Information, says Dvorah Ben-Moshe, is a 
basic human need; people can’t participate 
in civic life without it. Yet for too long, access 
to information has been elusive for large seg- 
ments of the population - including for the 
deaf and hard-of-hearing. 

That’s a problem that Ben-Moshe and her 
business partner, Ken Hurley, have sought 
to change in Austin, which has a sizable 
deaf population - due in part to the national 
reputation of the Texas School for the 
Deaf and the employment opportunities that 
having a world-class institution for deaf edu- 
cation brings with it. According to local offi- 
cials, Austin’s deaf and hard-of-hearing popu- 
lation hovers somewhere around 50,000. 
Without practical access to English (which 
many deaf people have never learned; it’s 
prohibitively difficult to learn - spoken or 
written - if you’ve never heard it) and without 
the hearing world having widespread access 
to American Sign Language (a language 
with its own grammar, structure, and vocabu- 
lary), many deaf people are simply left out of 
the loop. In December, we wrote about per- 


sistent communi- fp 

cation problems /.il \ [ 

between members 
of Austin’s deaf 
community and the 

Austin Police Department, problems that 
seem to stem from a hearing person’s conceit 
that deafness doesn’t preclude knowledge or 
understanding of English or of the cultural 
norms in the larger hearing world (See “Tone 
Deaf,” Dec. 3, 2010). Unfortunately, that is 
exactly what can happen, especially when civic 
and democratic concepts aren’t successfully 
translated for the deaf and hard-of-hearing. 

Indeed, Ben-Moshe wasn’t exactly up on 
deaf issues either until her son Man was 
born; now a teenager, he was the first deaf 
person she’d ever met. She quickly realized 
that there were whole civic components 
missing from deaf education, along with a 
lack of cross-cultural education. After start- 
ing Civication Inc. - an online nonprofit 
geared toward “civic learning and civic edu- 
cation” - in 2008, Ben-Moshe and Hurley 
applied for, and won, a John S. and James

Challenge grant last sum- 
mer to start their new ven- 
ture, ACCESS News, a 

monthly news and enter- 
tainment program that will 
air on Austin PBS station 
KLRU. The program, 
anchored by an ASL speak- 
er, will seek to bring national, state, and 
local news and information to a wide deaf 
audience while engaging the hearing world in 
deaf culture and news - in short, a cross-cul- 
tural educational enterprise that will increase 
public participation by a currently under- 
served community. In part, says Ben-Moshe, 
the goal is to create a place “where lan- 
guage is no longer a barrier, but a way to 
build a bridge to communicate different view- 
points. It’s never been done before.”

The Austin Community

says Ben-Moshe, and “there 
are a lot of eyes on Austin 
right now,” looking to see 
how well this project will get 
off the ground. Ben-Moshe 
is confident it will be a suc- 
cess: “This is how we reach 
out to get good information 
to make a better democra- 
cy.” The show will begin tap- 
ing in March, she said, with 
the first episode slated to air in April. The 
show is currently looking for “civic-oriented” 
content - for example, Ben-Moshe and Hurley 
write on their website, topics may range from 
“What is our representative democracy?” to 
“What is the 4th Amendment? What is due 
process?” and “How to talk with the police. 
What happens during an arrest?” For more 
on the show - and how to submit content - 
see www.civication.org/what-we-do/events.

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Money Flows to Waller Creek 



Waller Creek - seen here at Sixth & Sabine - will carry steady waters (and increased 
development) once the city’s tunnel project is completed. 


With the passage of a suite of items and 
approval of a special tax financing district, 
work is finally set to commence on the Waller 
Creek Tunnel, a longstanding goal of the 
city’s redevelopment efforts Downtown. 
However, questions surrounding the financing 
of the project and differing cost estimates 
continue to swirl around the ambitious project. 

Threading through Downtown and north 
through the University of Texas campus, 

Waller Creek has long been a conundrum to 
city leaders, subject to a series of develop- 
ment stops and starts. The last major expen- 
diture came in 1998, when 
voters approved infrastruc- 
ture such as walkways and 
bypass tunnels along the 
creek. Despite spending on 
such improvements, the 
creek - which has a promi- 
nent walkway entrance oppo- 
site the Austin Convention 
Center - never blossomed 
into the tourist attraction and 
growth-driver the city hoped 
for; instead, its overgrown 
and hidden trails became a 
watering hole of sorts for Austin’s homeless, 
surrounded by odious, stagnant waters. 

A large part of the reason for this lack of 
success was Waller Creek’s inability to han- 
dle major flooding events, which stymied 
redevelopment along its banks. But with Item 
12 on City Council’s agenda last week 
approving a $49.9 million contract with firm 
SJ. Louis Construction of Texas, that will 


all be changing. Per the contract, S.J. Louis, 
going in near Fourth Street and the 1-35 
access road, will excavate a 26-foot-diameter, 
mile-long tunnel with storm-water-intake inlets 
at Fourth and Eighth Streets; a main inlet in 
Waterloo Park; and an outlet at Lady Bird 
Lake. The result will equalize water flow 
along the creek, making sure Waller never 
rises above its banks while diverting flooding 
from other parts of Downtown and pulling 28 
acres of developable land out of the city’s 
100-year floodplain in the process. 

Since 2006, when Council Members 
Sheryl Cole and Betty 
Dunkerley renewed the 
city’s interest in the project, 
Waller Creek has been the 
subject of much discussion 
- everything from whether 
pulling Red River out of the 
floodplain would shutter the 
doors of nearby indie-rock 
venues to a proposal to con- 
figure the creek for competi- 
tive white-water rafting. But 
most discussion last week 
revolved around funding 
mechanisms for the plan. 

In addition to funding a start on the proj- 
ect, the city amended its tax increment 
financing district agreement with the county. 
In a TIF, the additionally taxed property value 
of improvements to a region are captured to 
offset the cost of said improvements; under 
the agreement, both the city and the county 
are taking part. But the council also agreed 


to help fund the project via a small “drain- 
age” increase on Austin Water utility bills, 
an approximate 40-cent increase expected to 
ultimately collect more than $50 million. 

The city has justified the additional funding 
by pointing to the general, recession-led 
decrease in construction. But developer and 
ChangeAustin.org co-founder Brian Rodgers 
has called the fee a sign of trouble in the 
city’s projections for the project. “Why should 
all utility customers be required to subsidize 
Waller Creek landowners with $55 million from 


a regressive new drainage rate hike?” asked 
Rodgers in a letter to council. “Why aren’t the 
Waller Creek TIF property owners asked to 
contribute to the shortfall through other 
means like a Public Improvement District?” 
Rodgers has also questioned the city’s opti- 
mistic predictions for property value increas- 
es, noting, “Hiding future losses by inflating 
revenues won’t make them go away.” 

With the items’ passage, the city says 
“project completion” is scheduled for 2014.

Focus ... Pretend. 

A few icons of Weird Austin 
are currently disapparating on 
the Union Pacific railroad 
bridge just east of Lamar 
Boulevard at Lady Bird Lake.

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Brew the Looking Glass 


The Legislature is in town - you’re gonna 
need a drink. Unfortunately, Texas’ arbitrary 
liquor laws make it hard on the businesses 
that would like to get one to you, especially 
beermakers. Two bills were introduced this 
session to help brewers out, but if history is 
any guide, it will be tough for them to pass. 

The bills are mirror images of each other: 
Microbrewers (small brewers who do noth- 
ing but make beer) want the right to sell their 
products directly to drinkers on the premises 
of their breweries. Meanwhile, brewpubs 


(restaurants and bars that make 
their own beer) want the ability to 
sell their brews off-premises. 

Currently, microbrewers can give beer 
away on-site, but they can’t sell it. While win- 
eries are afforded this business-boosting 
privilege, suds producers are required to go 
through wholesalers. Technically, House Bill 
602, by Houston’s Jessica Farrar and co- 
author Eddie Rodriguez of Austin, would 
still deny them this right, but it would allow 
brewers to offer up to two cases of their beer brewpubs that produce fewer than 10,000 


as a parting gift after brewery tours - for 
which the brewers may charge admission. 

Similar bills in the past two sessions have 
gone nowhere, thanks to opposition from the 
Wholesale Beer Distributors of Texas, 
which fears a threat to the three-tier system 
in which producers must go through distribu- 
tors to get to retailers. “This time, we’ve talk- 
ed to more of the distributors ahead of time,” 
says Brock Wagner of Houston’s Saint 
Arnold Brewing Comapny, the major pro- 
moter of the bill. Wagner has tried to con- 
vince distributors that letting small craft 
brewers make a few bucks while promoting 
their beers not only won’t cut in on the dis- 
tributors’ action, but could lead to more 
sales for everyone. “The thinking that makes 
people afraid of the bill is one [that 

assumes] an economy is a zero-sum 
game. I’m an economics major. 
Economies are never zero-sum 
games. Economies are either 
growing or shrinking. ... A six- 
pack going out the door here 
does not mean a six-pack 
less going out the door of a 
distributor to a retailer. It 
probably means two six-packs 
going out the retailer’s door in 
the future.” 

Meanwhile, brewpubs have the 
opposite problem: They can sell their 
brews in the restaurant, but they can’t get 
them on store shelves. This creates a sorry 
situation where out-of-state brewpubs (such 
as California’s Bear Republic Brewery) 
can sell bottles of their beer in Texas 
stores, but Texas brewpubs cannot. HB 660 
by San Antonio’s Mike Villarreal would let 


barrels per year either sell to a distributor or 
self-distribute. 

The bill’s most vocal champion is Scott 
Metzger of San Antonio’s Freetail Brewing 
Co., who blogs about it daily at www.brewednot- 
battered.wordpress.com. Unfortunately, he thinks 
the bill has a “snowball’s chance,” he says. 
“I’ve had discussions with individual whole- 
salers who are supporters of this bill, but I 
spoke with a representative of Wholesale 
Beer Distributors of Texas, and they flat-out 
told us they are not interested in the pas- 
sage of this bill or even discussing any modi- 
fications that they would agree with. ... 

“It is definitely worrisome,” he says, “both 
for the sake of our bill and for the sake of, 
as a citizen, to think that one organization 
has the power to squash things that are 
good for the state.” A phone call to WBDT 
Director Mike McKinney was not returned. 

Under the current state of affairs, “It’s dis- 
appointing that our state’s laws favor out-of- 
state breweries versus in-state breweries,” 
Metzger says. “If I wanted to increase the 
reach of my beer in Texas, the best thing for 
me to do is move out of Texas. That’s the 
most absurd thing.” 

These two bills would especially benefit 
Austin, which has 12 breweries (13 if you 
count Real Ale Brewing Company in nearby 
Blanco), more than any other Texas metro area.

Reinventing the Budget Wheel 


Redistricting Takes Shape 


Austin’s Kirk Watson has continued to push his “honesty agenda” in the state Senate, filing 14 bills 
last week that he says will open up the budgeting process at the Lege and end what he calls the “debt, 
diversions, and deceptions” that led Texas into its current budget mess. Senate Bills 695-708 would, 
among other things, require that money intended for specific purposes not be diverted to fill other bud- 
get holes; require that more raw budget data be posted online; require the state to report what it col- 
lects in fees (aka “stealth taxes”), along with whether those fees were increased and whether they got 
diverted to other parts of the budget; require state agencies to report the impact of refusing to accept 
federal money; and end unfunded mandates on cities, counties, and school districts. Watson said the 
bills were necessary to deter budget writers who “used savings and one-time federal stimulus money to 
balance the current budget” and “are also likely to rely on savings and one-time accounting gimmicks to 
balance the next one.” - L.N.

Ever 
since he authored the 1954 legislation cramming the words “under God” 
into the U.S. Pledge of Allegiance, Christian conservatives have blithely 
ignored that whole “separation of church and state” thing and tried to 
stick it everywhere. In 2007, Rep. Debbie Riddle, R-Tomball, authored HB 
1034, adding “under God” to the Texas Pledge of Allegiance. But it seems 
she missed a spot, as the state’s official flag retirement ceremony only 
mentions God once. If you’ve never read the retirement text, recited when a state flag is taken out 
of active duty, it’s a rousing guide to Texas history and geography - although Dallas getting name- 
checked for its “concrete canyons” isn’t much of a compliment. Rather than fix that, Hegar has gone 
to the effort and public expense of filing a bill to change the phrase “I pledge allegiance to thee, 
Texas, one and indivisible” to read “I pledge allegiance to thee, Texas, one state under God, one and 
indivisible.” Because that makes all the difference. - Richard Whittaker 


The U.S. Census Bureau released the 
detailed, block-by-block population informa- 
tion last week that legislators will use to 
redraw political boundaries for the next 
decade. The numbers confirmed what previ- 
ous estimates suggested: Texas’ population 
has grown enormously along the 1-35 corri- 
dor and in the Houston suburbs, while much 
of West Texas is depopulating. That presents 
an interesting dilemma for map-drawers: 
Rather than simply shifting lines out west 
from underpopulated districts into adjacent 
overpopulated ones, lawmakers will be faced 
with expanding underpopulated districts sur- 
rounded by yet more underpopulated ones. 

In Travis County, we can probably forget 
about expanding from six state reps to 
seven: Surprisingly, Districts 48, 49, and 51 
are actually underpopulated, so most likely 
we’ll just see some line-shifting within the 
county. The biggest challenge: figuring out 
where to squeeze in the four new congres- 
sional districts that Texas picked up. For an 
interactive county-by-county map, see 
www.2010.census.gov/2010census/data.

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Defunding Planned Parenthood 


A pair of rulings from Texas Attorney General Greg Abbott 
seems to set the stage for Texas lawmakers to exclude 
Planned Parenthood from participation in the successful 
Women’s Health Program, which in 2008 alone saved the 
state more than $40 million in health-related costs. 

To recap: Sen. Robert Deuell, R-Greenville, last summer 
requested an opinion from Abbott as to whether a provision 
of the state’s Human Resources Code would pass constitu- 
tional muster if interpreted to ban Planned Parenthood from 
receiving federal funds for WHP Deuell for several sessions 
now has been focused on defunding PP because certain clin- 
ics do perform abortions (though public funding supports 
pregnancy terminations only in very rare circumstances). 
Deuell would rather have the funds go first to support feder- 
ally qualified health centers. An FQHC offers a one-stop 
health shop, whereas Planned Parenthood is more narrowly 
focused, Deuell has argued. Unable to serve as many clients 
as Deuell would like, however, the health centers have consis- 
tently had to return funds to the state ($1.2 million last year) 
for reallocation to other providers, including PR which in 2009 
served 40% of all WHP clients. 

Deuell’s letter to Abbott essentially asked whether the state 
could exclude Planned Parenthood from the funding because 
of a statutory provision that the state won’t contract with 
“affiliates of entities” that “perform or promote” abortion. A 
similar question had previously been litigated as it applied to 
the distribution of Title X funding, the main federal source of 
family-planning funds. In that case, the short answer was: No, 
you can’t exclude PP just because you dislike one portion of 
its business, a portion that is legally protected. Still, the litiga- 
tion prompted the state’s 71 Planned Parenthood affiliates to 


separate themselves 
from one another, cre- 
ating different brand- 
ing, boards of direc- 
tors, and signage, so 
that health clinics 
wouldn’t be associated 
with the clinics that provide 
abortion services. 

According to Abbott’s opinion, how- 
ever, that deaffiliation doesn’t impact the 
state’s ability to deny Planned Parenthood 
funding for WHP which comes from Title 
XIX funds and which cover Medicaid 
costs. In other words, the opinion con- 
cludes that the rules for Title X and Title 
XIX are not the same. 

Meanwhile, in a second opinion, Abbott 
ruled that the commissioner of the Health 
and Human Services Commission, 
which administers the WHP program, may 
adopt “a specific definition of the term ‘affiliate’” to fur- 
ther narrow the list of organizations eligible to receive WHP 
money - so long as the new definition “does not impose 
additional burdens, conditions, or restrictions.” At this point, 
it seems the only thing left in common between the Planned 
Parenthood clinics that provide abortion care and those that 
provide family-planning and preventative women’s health 
exams is simply the name “Planned Parenthood.” Will the 
state seek to define an affiliate as an entity that shares only 
an umbrella name? If so, that could backfire: What about

hospital systems, such as Dallas’ Parkland Hospital, where 
abortion services are provided under the umbrella entity? In 
other words, you can smell a new lawsuit coming. 

The assault on PP isn’t confined to Texas. Last week, fed- 
eral lawmakers voted to eliminate PP from receiving any fed- 
eral funds for family planning and preventative health care. 
Even more potentially damaging, lawmakers are also consid- 
ering eliminating Title X family-planning funding altogether, 
which could leave more than 5 million low-income women 
without access to basic health care. - Jordan Smith

SCORING A POINT FOR COMMUNITY 

For me, the most significant statistic com- 
ing out of this year’s Super Bowl was not 
the 31-25 score in the Green Bay Packers’ 
hard-fought victory over the Pittsburgh 
Steelers. Neither was it the $1.3 billion 
cost of the new, monstrously huge football 
palace built by the Dallas Cowboys, where 
the game was played. Rather, the number 
that impresses me is 111,507. 

That is the number of people who own the 
Packers - each of whom is an ordinary 
Green Bay resident and devoted cheeseh- 
ead. Unlike all 31 of the other pro football 
teams, the Packers are not the personal 
plaything of some rich family or profiteering 
corporate consortium. Instead, they are a 
nonprofit community enterprise owned by 
local fans and managed by them as a proj- 
ect “intended to promote community wel- 
fare.” Those 111,507 Green Bay citizens 
elect the team’s board of directors, and this 
hands-on, community-minded board then 
hires and fires the team’s administrators 
and coaches. 

Public ownership means that no impul- 
sive greedhead can sell the beloved 
Packers and move them in the dead of 
night to a cash-rich big city. It also produc- 
es unmatched fan support, even in years 
when the Packers do poorly on the field. In 
fact, if things aren’t going well, fans don’t 
have to whine helplessly about it on the 
shock jock call-in shows; as citizens of this 
small city, they can talk directly to team 
management, or as shareholders, they can 
vote to change managers. 

Interestingly, in a time when politicos and 
pundits across the country are demonizing 
the very idea of public ownership, the good 
folks of Green Bay are showing that it works 
beautifully and adds immeasurable strength 
to the community. Not only are these Green 
Bayers Super Bowl champs again this year, 
but they’ve produced more NFL champion- 
ships for their city than any other set of 
owners have done. 


THE KOCHS ARE COMING! 

Recently, I was among the thousand- 
odd uninvited “guests” who descended on 
an exclusive, closed-door political retreat 
held at a posh resort. How rude of us riff- 
raff to intrude! 

However, America’s always-fragile democ- 
racy often requires confrontational rudeness. 
This secretive gathering of the rich was orga- 
nized by the now-infamous multibillionaire 
Koch brothers, bringing together their shad- 
owy network of far-right-wing moneyed elites 
and political operatives. For years, the Kochs 
have been working behind dozens of political 
front groups to intrude on America’s democ- 
racy with their own schemes to establish a 
corporate plutocracy. Now, that’s truly rude! 
So we decided to knock on the door of their 
resort hideaway and say, “We see you.” 

We aimed not only to expose the Kochs’ 
cabal of billionaires, but also to focus 
media and public attention on the need to 
repeal the Supreme Court edict in last 
year’s Citizens United v. Federal Election 
Commission case. The Supremes ruled 
that a corporation is a “person” entitled to 
wielding greater political power than us 
actual human-being-type persons. 

To undo the damage, we need to pass a 
constitutional amendment that explicitly 
makes what should be an obvious point: To 
be a person, you have to have a navel. 
Passing any amendment to our nation’s basic 
governing document is difficult, but it can and 
must be done if America is even to pretend 
to be a government of and by the people. 

The good news is that Americans are up 
for it. A nationwide poll in January found 
that four out of five people support the pas- 
sage of just such an amendment - includ- 
ing 68% of Republicans. 

Two hundred and thirty-six years ago, Paul 
Revere supposedly rallied the people’s resis- 
tance to democratic repression with the cry, 
“The British are coming!” Today, the rallying 
cry is: “The Kochs are coming.” To join the 
resistance, go to www.freespeechforpeople.org.

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The Single 

Movement afoot - once again

Is seven the lucky number for single-mem- 
ber districts? 

Six times previously, the city has put before 
Austin voters the question of single-member 
districts - a change to the city’s currently at- 
large form of local government whereby some 
or all City Council members would reside in 
and represent specific geographic areas instead 
of running and representing citywide. 

And six times, since 1973, voters have 
rejected the proposal. 

That might change. Mayor Lee Leffingwell 
is set to announce a proposal for SMDs at his 
annual State of the City address this week. 
The current City Council has expressed sup- 
port for SMDs - with varying degrees of 
enthusiasm - as have several candidates run- 
ning for council seats this spring. The 2010 
census data, central to any geographic delin- 
eation of the city, was released days ago. And 
a host of others outside the city have piped 
up in support of the concept - some arguing 
that the mayor’s 2012 proposal should be 
fast-tracked even sooner. A critical mass 
seems to be building in support of single- 
member districts - but it’s a wave that will 
have to be sustained in order to make a sev- 
enth outing successful. 

A Tidal Shift? 

“It may be an idea whose time has come,” 
says Leffingwell, noting the growing chorus of 
voices calling for SMDs. “The group of people 
that are pushing for geographic representation 
has changed and increased - what we’re see- 
ing now are folks from the suburbs, not just 
East Austin but Southwest Austin and North- 
west Austin, who feel like they’re left out, basi- 
cally. They’re very much in favor of it too.”

While any specific single-member district proposal is months away at the earliest - subject 
to citizen input, council oversight, and the city demographer’s interpretation of recently 
released 2010 census data - this map, based on the city’s previous SMD proposals, is an 
example of what Mayor Lee Leffingwell’s preferred SMD scenario would look like. In addition 
to six geographic districts, Leffingwell is calling for two citywide council seats along with the 
mayor’s at-large election, increasing the council from seven to nine members. 


Aside from promoting geographic diversity 
on the dais, the mayor feels SMDs would 
allow individual candidates to contest for a 
seat who wouldn’t otherwise have a chance, 
considering the daunting and growing expense 
of a citywide campaign. “Different kinds of 
people have the opportunity to be elected to 
council, while it’s very difficult right now to 
enter the fray in a district that’s basically 
800,000 people - bigger than most congres- 
sional districts.” While he emphasizes that all 
proposals are preliminary and subject to input 
from not-yet-assembled groups tasked with 
examining the issue, followed by council 
action required to put the proposal before vot- 
ers, Leffingwell has his own SMD scheme in 
mind: a 6-2-1 format, with six council mem- 
bers residing in and representing specific dis- 
tricts, two at-large council seats, and the 
mayor’s citywide seat. 

The SMD proposal is one of several sweep- 
ing changes to the City Charter being pro- 
posed for 2012 - including potential changes 
to council terms, campaign finance rules, run- 
off elections, and more, not to mention an 
expected vote on urban rail - in what the 
Mayor’s Office has informally referred to as 
the mother of all charter elections (see “A 
Smarter Charter?,” p.28). “I think this is the 
most sweeping charter change that we’ve ever 
proposed,” Leffingwell says. 

Monochrome History 

If SMDs should pass as part of a 2012 char- 
ter election, it would be a major milestone in 
reorganizing how Austin governs itself - while 
simultaneously harkening back to the city’s 
earliest days. 

In the 1860s - some two decades after Aus- 
tin’s 1840 founding - the city’s aldermen were 
elected from wards around town. That changed 
in 1909, when the city switched to a commis- 
sion form of government, under which the 
mayor was selected from the city’s five-mem- 
ber governing commission by the members 
themselves. That system was dissolved in 
1926, when the city narrowly (2,463 to 2,423) 
voted to amend the charter to switch to the 
current council/manager form of government, 
with all council candidates running against 
one another, undifferentiated, and the top 
vote-getters winning seats on the dais. 

Our current election arrangement - under 
which all council seats are elected at-large, 


but council members run for designated posi- 
tions in individual “places” - was implement- 
ed in a broad 1953 change to the charter. 
Following that midcentury change came the 
“gentleman’s agreement” that still governs 
city elections to this day - an unenforceable 
but largely accommodated tradition that 
council’s Place 5 and Place 6 seats would be 
set aside for Hispanic and African-American 
candidates, respectively. (Place 2 became the 
Hispanic seat in 1997, when former Council 
Member Gus Garcia successfully ran for re- 
election in the vacant seat in an attempt to 
shatter the gentleman’s agreement.) This 
arrangement was specifically a response to 
complaints that minority citizens were not 


fairly represented on City Council, which 
elsewhere had often led to anti-discrimination 
lawsuits and single-member districts as a 
solution. But it wasn’t long before the “agree- 
ment” began to seem a self-justifying limita- 
tion of minority representation, especially in 
recent years as the percentage of Hispanic 
Austinites has increased exponentially. 

Despite its seeming beneficence to minority 
candidates (at least initially), some have seen 
the gentleman’s agreement as depriving 
minority voters of self-determination. In a 
2008 letter in support of SMDs, circulated 
the last time the city was taking a look at the 
issue, San Antonio attorney David Van Os - a 
prominent progressive Democrat who unsuc- 
cessfully sued Austin on behalf of the NAACP 
in the 1980s to end the city’s at-large election 
format - noted that the 1953 charter change 
was implemented soon after Austin NAACP 
President Arthur B. DeWitty came close to 
winning a council seat in 1951. With the 
changes, Van Os writes, “Black candidates 
could never win [at-large] because at best 
they would get isolated head-to-head against 
white candidates in runoffs.” In 1967, the

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While this map doesn’t reflect recent census data, it represents the “8-4-1” scenario some 
SMD supporters other than the mayor have been calling for. In addition to accommodating 
council seats representing eight individual districts, this scenario splits the city into east and 
west “superdistricts” - possibly along Lamar Boulevard - that would each have two council 
members. The mayor would then be the only council member out of 13 to run citywide. 


council expanded from five to seven total 
seats, and Van Os argued that the gentle- 
man’s agreement was implemented so “one 
Hispanic and one African-American were 
able to get elected in each Council election” 

- thereby holding off voting rights lawsuits 

- “as long as they were the choices of the 
majority of white anglo voters and the white 
business community” 

Now, in 201 1, you would be hard-pressed 
to find many explicit supporters of the 
gentlemen’s agreement. That said, there 
remain potential racial side effects to any 
SMD proposal. Austin’s black population is 
in decline (at least in percentage terms) and 
has been scattered geographically by deseg- 
regation, gentrification, and the lure of less 
expensive, suburban housing. That has 
meant that it has become difficult, if not 
impossible, to draw an “African-American 
district” (at least without greatly increasing 
the number of council members), even 
while Austin’s burgeoning Latino popula- 
tion means that the current “one of seven” 
arrangement severely underrepresents 
Hispanic residents. 


Accordingly, in 2008 Place 6 Council 
Member Sheryl Cole was wary when council 
considered putting an SMD proposal on the 
ballot. She feared it could lead to a dilution 
of African-American representation, so she 
co-sponsored a council proposal that put 
burdensome criteria on any plan before it 
could be sent to voters. That item’s passage 
(plus the general lack of engagement in the 
community) kept the SMD proposal from 
being put to the voters. But Cole has since 
been more supportive of a SMD election 
with districts drawn from this decade’s new 
census data. 

Leffingwell, who along with Place 2 
Member Mike Martinez and then-Mayor 
Will Wynn was most supportive of the 
city’s 2008 SMD efforts, believes “we have 
outgrown” questions of ensured minority 
representation on council. “With six dis- 
tricts, you’re not gonna draw a district 
that’s majority African-American. But we 
don’t have an African-American district 
now. It’s a gentleman’s agreement that 
could fold at any time.”

Starts and Stops 

Also on various SMD strategists’ minds is 
the question of timing. The mayor says he 
prefers a 2012 election, in order to lay ample 
groundwork in support of any plan (and to 
include SMDs alongside additional charter 
changes; the City Charter allows for only one 
charter election every two years). However, 
state Sen. Jeff Wentworth, R-San Antonio, has 
introduced a bill this legislative session man- 
dating Austin institute SMDs potentially as 
soon as the city’s next election. 

Wentworth’s involvement in the issue dates 
back years. “I had people who lived in my 
district in South Austin four years ago, princi- 
pally representing the NAACP and [the 
Mexican American Legal Defense and 
Educational Fund] , saying they felt disenfran- 
chised by citywide elections and they wanted 
single-member districts,” he says. The city was 
supportive of the concept, Wentworth says, 
but “didn’t think the Legislature should be 
telling the city of Austin what to do. ... That 
resonated with me, because as a former coun- 
ty commissioner, I didn’t particularly like the 
state telling us what to do on the local level 
either.” Under the impression city action 
would be forthcoming on SMDs, Wentworth 
dropped his own legislative involvement. 

“Two years go by, and nothing is done,” 
Wentworth continues. “And my constituents 
in South Austin come to me and say: ‘Senator, 
they didn’t tell you the truth. We want a bill 
introduced this time.’ And I said, ‘You know, 
you’re right.’” Wentworth introduced an item 
in 2009, but it languished in committee, 
“principally, I think, because [Austin Sen.] 
Kirk Watson said, ‘No, we shouldn’t be telling 
Austin what to do; Austin should do whatever 
they want to do.’ So it died,” Wentworth says. 
“But the representation was made, again: 
‘We’ll take care of ourselves. You shouldn’t be 
telling us what to do, but were not opposed to 
the idea, so we’ll do it.’ 

“Well, here we are two more years later. . . . 
My constituents continue to believe, and I do 
as well, that it is a good idea for the city, so I 
reintroduced the bill again this session.” 
Senate Bill 380 says the governing body of any 
Texas city with a population of more than 


500,000 “must consist of a mayor elected at 
large and at least six members elected from 
single-member districts.” If the bill passes, a 
city must comply “beginning with the first 
general election of members.” 

Leffingwell says he spoke with Wentworth 
“because I wanted to tell him myself that I 
support his idea and concept and have ever 
since I’ve been in public office. But if asked, I 
will say I have to oppose his bill because I feel 
a more important principle is self-determina- 
tion - let the voters make that decision rather 
than the state.” 

“I’m not so sure that I would be disap- 
pointed - assuming that we can’t get it passed 
this session - that the voters get to vote on it 
in 2012,” says Wentworth, “so long as they 
don’t combine it with some other unpopular 
issue that kills that. I would hope you could 
have a straight up-and-down vote, and hope- 
fully it would pass.” Leffingwell says his vari- 
ous November 2012 initiatives are “indepen- 
dent proposals,” except for one. State law 
curiously dictates that any city with a popula- 
tion of more than 500,000 with a government 
elected at-large (i.e., Austin only) must hold 
its elections in May - so, the mayor continues, 
“unless we go to geographic representation - 
unless that’s approved by the voters - we can’t 
move the elections to November,” another 
proposal that the mayor hopes will increase 
voter turnout in local elections. 

The proposed November 2012 charter vote 
has at least one critic in Linda Curtis, local activ- 
ist and veteran of such status-quo-challenging 
campaigns as “Austinites for a Little Less 
Corruption,” which successfully limited cam- 
paign contributions in local elections. The 
group she more recently co -founded, 
ChangeAustin.org, supports both SB 380 and 
an alternate plan to put SMDs up for a charter 
election vote a year earlier, in 2011. “In a presi- 


dential election, especially the one that’s com- 
ing up, you have major partisan battles, and any 
ballot measure is going to get lost in the blood- 
bath between the Democrats and the Republicans 
- and this is a nonpartisan issue.” But while it is 
possible downballot measures may suffer from 
a want of attention in 2012, Leffingwell predicts 
“a huge turnout. It’s a presidential year. We 
think heavy voter turnout is going to be good for 
this issue as it is for any issue.” 

There’s also the vexing question of what the 
district map should actually look like. 
ChangeAustin.org tentatively favors an 8-4-1 
model: eight districts, two semi-at-large seats 
each for East and West Austin “superdistricts,” 
and the mayor’s citywide seat. The model is 
also supported by Rudy Williams, an Eastside 
neighborhood association leader and veteran 
of previous SMD attempts. He feels a more 
organic approach to the SMD conversation is 
needed. “It always feels like we’re being rail- 
roaded into something,” he says. For Williams, 
Leffingwell “coming out with the 6-2-1 map 
and explaining why nothing else is viable - it’s 
a slap in the face to the community. ” Leffingwell 
says nine seats “is sorta my limit,” and that 
anything more “increases the cost of city gov- 
ernment, as well as rapidly becomes sort of 
unmanageable.” Still, Williams believes 
expanding to eight districts has a better 
chance of creating an African-American 
“opportunity district” - one not majority 
black but giving those voters a better shot at 
representation. “We need more brains, young- 
er brains, more grassroots candidates, and 
minority representation that’s truly represen- 
tative,” he says. “The residues of our racist 
past affect us all. Whereas our current system 
may have been to suppress minority votes at 
one time, now it suppresses everybody’s vote. 
And it undermines everybody’s representa- 
tion. And nobody’s happy with it.” 



Back to the Future? 

As Austin is the largest city in Texas, and 
indeed in the country, to elect its entire gov- 
erning body at-large, the advantages of a 
change appear obvious. Aside from bringing 
new perspectives and voices to City Hall, a 
system encompassing single-member districts 
(and in principle, a larger governing body) has 
the capacity to shake Austin out of the identity 
crisis that’s long affected policies ranging from 
transportation to zoning to budgeting: We’re 
no longer the sleepy capital-and-college town 
we once were. 

The challenge, once again, will be generat- 
ing sufficient citizen engagement and involve- 
ment in the process crafting SMDs, if it’s to 
lead to a successful adoption. This reporter 
recalls the yeoman’s work of the 2008 Charter 
Revision Committee charged with considering 
SMD proposals, as well as its meetings at 
which reporters often outnumbered the citi- 
zens there to lend support or take part. That 
apathy may be changing; most of the council 
challengers running this spring have declared 
support for SMDs, as have the current council 
members - despite all of them residing in 
what’s arguably Central Austin, and therefore 
potentially subject to district overlap. With a 
raised profile and a fresh set of census data, it 
seems the end of the at-large system may be 
soon at hand - but only if the populace 
pushes for it. 

“The at-large system has served the city of 
Austin well,” says Leffingwell. “When I was a 
kid and we had 100,000 people here, it was 
probably a pretty good system. But with 
almost a million now, around 800,000 - it 
becomes very difficult, if not impossible, to 
adequately represent people all across the 
city.” ■

A Smarter Charter? 

Along with calling for a vote on single-member districts in 2012, 
Mayor Lee Leffingwell is expected to propose a suite of related 
changes to the City Charter at his State of the City remarks this 
week. He hopes the changes will lower the barriers to entry at City 
Hall, cut election expenses, and increase voter turnout. Before they 
can be adopted, the following proposals will receive further vetting 
and would have to gain council approval to appear on a ballot. 

- 1/1/. D. 

• Single-member districts: Leffingwell has spoken in favor of a 6-2-1 
arrangement that would create six geographic City Council districts, 
with two at-large council seats, and an at-large mayor. 

• Moving elections to November of odd-numbered years: If a 2012 
vote passes, the city would see its first SMD council election in 2013. 


• Extending council terms to four years, with no staggers: Current 
council terms are three years, with staggered elections: three seats 
up one year, four the next year, and no election the year after that. 
Leffingwell’s proposal would make all nine seats up for election every 
four years and preserve the current three-term limit. 

• Eliminating runoffs: Council contests currently require a majority - 
50% plus one - for a winner to emerge without a runoff. The mayor 
proposes abandoning runoffs; winners would require only a plurality, 
as is the case at the state level. 

• Changes to campaign finance rules: The city has a $350 individual 
limit (allowing for inflation-indexed increases) for campaign contributions. 
Leffingwell is considering a proposal that would maintain current limits for 
districted elections but increase the donation limit for citywide campaigns. 

• A City Charter cleanup: In addition to the above charter revisions, 
Leffingwell is mulling a nonsubstantive “cleanup” to the charter that 
would delete obsolete and nullified language.

Some Kind of a Man

You get to an age when people die. They 
start dropping like leaves. It’s as natural as 
the wind. 

I moved to Lubbock in 2004. Since then, 
once a year, sometimes twice or thrice, 
someone significant to me has died. This 
pace won’t quit. You get to an age when 
there’s no avoiding how death is a perma- 
nent part of life. 

It’s corny to equate a death with a sunset, 
but here in the Texas Panhandle it can’t be 
helped. On these wide plains, you’ll see 
clouds glowing myriad tints and shades 
from the western to the eastern horizon. 
Those to the east go gray first. Clouds over- 
head soon do the same, while the eastern 
clouds darken. Then those above go dark as 
colors still blaze westward, until an 
indestructible orange glares up 
from beneath the Earth’s curve. 

That glow deepens slowly. You 
can’t mark the exact moment 
night falls. 

Every sunset is the same 
but different. If the sky is clear, 
there are no colors, just a steady 
dimming until the western hori- 
zon gleams. Or there are wisps of 
clouds here and there that color lightly or 
brightly before they fade. Or, in a storm, 
your horizons are unseen and there’s only 
the darkening. Very like that, it’s always the 
same death and it’s never the same death. 

It’s always the same palette of feelings but 
never the same patterns. Wonder, grief, laughter, 
wistfulness, a flush of fear, a surge of courage. 
Rage, sometimes. Regret, sometimes. Sometimes 
a stubborn pride at simply having lived. 

Dixie and George have been in my life since 
I was in my 20s and they were in their 50s. 
Anyone they liked could show up at their 
door and stay as long as need be, with no 
questions asked except, “How about some 
coffee? Or are you drinking tea these days?” 
Once, I stayed a year. 


Dixie died just shy of her 91st birthday. 
I’d visited Dixie every October since 1976 at 
that strange big house in Clarendon, Texas, 
not far from the Salt Fork of the Red River. 
We loved to drive these plains 55 miles for 
our favorite piece of pie. We loved watch- 
ing baseball. She’d say, “We don’t care who 
wins, do we?” I’d say, “Nope.” We’d laugh 
softly, in perfect understanding of some- 
thing beyond my powers to explain. 

Now George is dead. (Some say “passed,” 
some say “gone,” and some say “transi- 
tioned.” I prefer “dead.”) 

I’m thinking of a day when I was 28. 
At the counter of a Clarendon diner, two 
seats away, a teenage boy kept glancing at 
me. Finally, he said, “You work with Dr. 
Howard, don’tchya?” I nodded yes. 
(Why Clarendon called George 
“doctor” I have no idea. It’s not 
clear to me that George gradu- 
ated from anything but the 
U.S. Navy.) 

The boy asked, “Is it true 
about that bookcase?” 

George hollowed out his 
house so the interior looked like 
the hold of a ship. In its center he built 
an A-shaped bookcase more than twice my 
height. If you wanted a book higher than your 
reach, you climbed at your own risk. 

“Yeah,” I said, “it’s quite a bookcase.” 

“Is it true Dr. Howard’ll raise his hand 
and the book he wants springs out for him 
to catch?” 

“I’ve not seen that,” I said slowly. (Why 
spoil a legend?) 

I’d seen other things. I’ll give a for- 
instance, and cross my heart and spit, it’s 
true: Ron was there in the spring of 1974. 
Ron was a classical pianist, so George rented 
a baby grand. Two men trucked it from 
Amarillo, and with difficulty, they negotiated 
the odd levels of George and Dixie’s entry- 
way. The stairway to the second “deck” was 


wide and uncommonly steep. George wanted 
the piano carried up that stair. The movers 
weren’t happy. “Oh,” George said, “we’ll get 
’er up.” “We” were he, Ron, and I. 

George had great physical strength, but 
Ron and I were what my Sicilian mother 
called “skinny malinks.” I weighed maybe 125 
pounds, and Ron weighed not much more. 
George took the top spot, Ron and I the bot- 
tom. That piano’s weight would be borne by 
us skinny malinks. 

George lifted his end and started up the 
stairs; we took our end and followed. I 
promise you that piano was as light as an 
empty suitcase. No weight at all. We just 
kind of glided it up the stairs, Ron and I, 


gawking at each other, feeling a bafflement 
on the edge of fear. 

George could do that kind of thing. He 
called himself a psychic. I’d say more like 
a wizard. (His last instruction to me was 
that I remember something I once quoted 
to him: how Merlin said to Arthur, “Do not 
dishonor your feast by ignoring what comes 
to it.”) 

Whatever George was, he was also a lot 
of trouble. 

Was George an honest man? That depends 
on how you define “honest.” He saw a 
movie during World War II, Mr. Lucky, in 
which Cary Grant says: “Never give a sucker 
an even break, but don’t cheat a friend. I 
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believe in that. I live by it.” George took 
those words to heart. He relished chi- 
canery for its own sake - for the fun of 
it - and he kept in practice, right to the 
end. He was good to me. To some, he was 
anything but. 

He never claimed to be moral in any gen- 
erally accepted sense, but George wasn’t a 
hypocrite, and he never hid his rascality. 
“I’m a rascal,” he’d declare, “but I’m an 
effective rascal.” 

He told me more than once: “You know 
the rules: No rules!” 

There was a lot to admire in that, and a 
lot to beware of. 

Twenty years ago, the doctors gave 
George six months to live. He wrestled with 
his cancer all this time, like Jacob with the 
angel: “I will not let thee go, except thou 
bless me.” It sort of blessed him. It made 
him think deeper. 

Dixie died a year or two after their 
strange house burned down. (It was struck 
by lightning in a rather complicated fash- 
ion. That’s another story). To put it gently, 
their marriage was unusual. I’d ask why she 
stuck by him. “Oh,” she’d say, “he’s” - a 
pause - “interesting.” (The first time she 
saw him, she turned to a friend and said, 
“That is the man I’ll marry.”) 

Butch, Adrienne, their son Rory, and I - 
during this last cold snap, we drove up to 
say goodbye. 

Cathy was caring for him 24/7. He’d 
taken no food in 14 days. As we walked 
in, he said from his bed, “I was scared you 
wouldn’t make it.” That’s the one time I 
heard George Howard admit he was scared 
of anything. 

I wasn’t wearing the hat I’d worn when 
last I visited. 

“Where’s your other hat?” 

“George, I try to wear just one hat at a 
time.” 

Some people called him a wise man. 
Some people called him a con man. Both 
views are supported by the facts. Some 
will say what Marlene Dietrich says when 
Orson Welles dies in Touch of Evil: “He was 
some kind of a man.” 

His body was mostly gone but his mind 
was all there. He and Butch discussed 
life and death in their brilliant, abstract 
fashion. Me, I get less and less abstract 
as I grow older. George knew. He said, 
“You have to interpret it as it fits your 
nomenclature, ’cause none of it makes 
any fucking sense.” 

We laughed. He said: “Diseases do not 
come to us. We go to them.” 

Butch and Rory sang. We spoke some 
more. A timeless time passed. Suddenly 
George said, with a smile in his voice: 
“Give me a hug and leave.” 

Funny, the words you’ll never forget. 
That was no special sentence. But from 
that man, at that moment, those words 
were a precise and elegant finish to a 
long, exceptional story: “Give me a hug 
and leave.” ■

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‘THE TRASH PROJECT II’ 


The trash dance returns! 


From the moment the performance ended 
17 months ago, people have been asking 
Allison Orr when she is going to present The 
Trash Project again. The unusual dance pro- 
duction, created with the cooperation of the 
city of Austin Solid Waste Services 
Department and featuring 24 department 
employees and 16 large sanitation vehicles, 
made such a profound impression on the 
people who saw it - transforming the way 
they view the men and women who pick up 
their trash and recycling - that they were 
eager to see it again and for more Austinites 
to see it, too. Well, it took her some time to 
hammer out all the details, but the Forklift 
Danceworks artistic director finally has an 
answer for the project’s fans: Aug. 27 & 28, 
2011. On Thursday, Feb. 17, a very pregnant 
Orr - her second child is due the first week 
of March - broke the news in a press confer- 
ence at City Flail, where she was introduced 


by fan and City Council Member Laura 
Morrison. The encore performances will again 
be at the former airport tarmac outside 
Austin Studios, feature the same sanitation 
vehicles and Solid Waste Services employees 
as before, and will again be free. The only dif- 
ference will be that instead of providing seat- 
ing for 700 people as she did with the origi- 
nal production in 2009, Orr will provide seat- 
ing for 2,000 - about the number that actual- 
ly showed up for the performance. Orr proj- 
ects the cost for bleachers for that many 
people at $20,000, and she used the press 
conference to kick off a Kickstarter campaign 
to raise half that amount by April 1. A link to 
the campaign can be found on the Forklift 
website, www.forkliftdanceworks.org. 

Orr called The Trash Project the biggest 
project she has ever undertaken as an artist 
but added that it ended up being one of the 
most beautiful performances that she’s ever 


seen - not just of her work but of any work. 
To remind those in attendance just what she 
was talking about, she showed a few min- 
utes of film from the documentary that 
Andrew Garrison has made about The Trash 
Project, then introduced three project partici- 
pants, all SWS employees, to share their tal- 
ents. Orange Jefferson played some tasty 
harmonica over a track from the show’s 
score by Graham Reynolds, while Ivory 
Jackson rapped about the department “doin’ 
what we do.” (“Tippin’ cans and loadin’ bags 
to the north and the south./ln the east and 
the west, we be knockin’ it out.”) Then 
Anthony Powell broke it open with some pop- 
and-lock moves. It took me back instantly to 
that extraordinary night 17 months ago 
when a crowd of thousands cheered Austin’s 
sanitation workers as heroes. This produc- 
tion’s return is most welcome and deserves 
our support. - Robert Fa ires

‘THE WORKING HOMELESS’ 

Humanizing those without homes 
through art 


You see them on the sidewalks and 
street corners. They may just hold up 
a sign, or they may ask for change. 
Maybe you look away when you pass 
them or just file them away in that 
mental box labeled “the homeless.” 

The sad truth is, few of us take the 
time to think of these men and women 
on the streets as people. Daniel Rudin, 
a second-year graduate student in the 
studio art program at the University 
of Texas, has undertaken a project 
to address that attitude and related 
issues: the daily existence of people 
without homes; the physical, mental, 
and economic problems they face; 


and the economic gap between them 
and the middle class. He’s recorded 
video conversations with homeless 
panhandlers and included them in the 
exhibition “The Working Homeless,” 
opening this week in the Visual Arts 
Center in the University of Texas Art 
Building. “This exhibition can’t provide 
social services,” Rudin writes, “but it 
can humanize and visualize a discourse 
that is more often than not repressed. 
More importantly, in times of economic 
hardship, it is important to reactivate 
the conversation about the result the 
current economic crisis has on the 
least privileged of Americans.” 


In conjunction with the opening of 
“The Working Homeless,” the VAC is 
hosting a panel discussion on the topic, 
moderated by Rudin and VAC curatorial 
fellow Noah Simblist and including: 
Scott, a construction worker, carpenter, 
and former owner of a trucking company 
who has been on the streets since 1997; 
Khrysttey De Loach Bowick, a 
licensed veterinary technician who is 
homeless and has been Scott’s partner 
for six years; 

William Bernard Stringfellow, an inte- 
rior designer and former showroom 
manager at the Pacific Design Center in 
Los Angeles who has been living on and 
off the streets for several years; 

Sanna J. Thompson, an associate 
professor at the UT School of Social 
Work who focuses on high-risk youth 
and their families, with a special 
emphasis on runaway and homeless 
youth populations; 

Ben Callaway, a graduate student in 
the UT School of Social Work and for- 
mer case manager at the Austin 
Resource Center for the Homeless; and 
Tiffany Ryan, a doctoral student at the 
UT School of Social Work who is study- 
ing homeless youth but has experience 
working with adults and families that 
are homeless. 

The panel discussion will take place 
Friday, Feb. 25, 6pm, in the Center 
Space gallery of the Visual Arts Center 
in the Art Building, 23rd & Trinity, on the 
UT campus. The event is free. - R.F

Blanche DuBois was no Athena. 

That is to say, the faded belle of Belle Reve, 
who makes her way to her sister’s cramped 
French Quarter digs via that fateful streetcar 
named Desire, didn’t spring fully formed from 
the head of her creator. For that matter, neither 
did her sister Stella or Stella’s brutish husband, 
Stanley, or the drama in which they all live. 
However gifted and inspired a writer Tennessee 
Williams may have been - and he was as gifted 
and inspired as any the American theatre has 
produced - he was not a writer whose work first 
hit the page in finished form. Those landmark 
plays for which he is best known - Streetcar, The 
Glass Menagerie, Cat on a Hot Tin Roof, Summer 
and Smoke, The Night of the Iguana - were the 
result of many revisions and drafts, some of 
which took the plays down very different roads 
than the ones we know. He would sometimes 
rework a play over a span of years, as he did with 
the 1940 drama Battle of Angels, which by 1957 
he had transformed into Orpheus Descending. 

This sense of Williams as intensely pro- 
lific reviser comes through clearly in the 
Harry Ransom Center exhibition “Becoming 
Tennessee Williams,” which explores the first 
half of the writer’s career through its extensive 
holdings of Williams material, much of it from 
the writer’s own archives. Excerpts from multi- 
ple drafts of the plays are displayed, alongside 
letters and notes in which Williams details 
story changes he’s made or plans to pursue. 
With John Lahr, the esteemed senior drama 
critic for The New Yorker and an authority on 
Williams, giving a lecture this week in con- 
junction with the Ransom Center exhibition, 
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Playbill for Williams’ The Glass Menagerie, 
signed by Laurette Taylor, the original 
Amanda Wingfield 


the Chronicle sought insights from him about 
Tennessee Williams. We began the conversa- 
tion by asking about Williams’ drive to revise. 
John Lahr: Williams lived with his characters in 
a way that most people didn’t. He had a kind of 
intuition about a story and characters not hav- 
ing fulfilled their truth, and he just kept teasing 
out more from these stories. Like, how do you 
know when a sentence is right? How do you 
know when a story is finished or a poem is fin- 
ished? It’s a sort of intuition about the material, 
about what you feel about the material. I think 
it’s wrong to think of it just in terms of craft, 
because sometimes it was a little self-defeating; 
sometimes he would work on these things and 
work them to death. Sometimes he would find 
something. I’ve read drafts of A Streetcar Named 
Desire where he played with the idea - and 
that’s what he’s doing, always playing and 
reinventing and re-seeing - where Blanche goes 
off with Stanley Kowalski. It was a way of imag- 
ining. Williams liked being in this imaginary 
world. He was more comfortable in it. He kept 
himself in this, for lack of a better word, sacred 
space, a time out of time, for about eight hours 
a day, what he called “outer oblivion and inner 
violence.” He was working out his problems, 
which were enormous. So what was his craft 
was also his psychological necessity - I suppose 
that’s the nicest way of putting it. He wrote and 
rewrote, and what it was was an ongoing dia- 
logue with himself, taking his moral and emo- 
tional temperature almost on a daily basis. 
Austin Chronicle: You spoke of his intuition. 
Did he respond to the criticisms of others ? 

JL: Yeah, sometimes too quickly. In what is 
considered his great period, which was his great 
period, he collaborated with the greatest direc- 
tor probably of the 20th century, Elia Kazan. 
And his collaboration with Kazan was incred- 
ible because it was based on absolute trust of 
the opinion and capability of another. In my 
recent article on Kazan [“Method Man,” The 
New Yorker, Dec. 13, 2010], there’s an example 
where Kazan writes him a letter and says, “How 
about this in Camino Real?” And Williams takes 
the rhythms and the ideas of the letter right out 
of the letter and then folds them into the play. 
Williams was organizationally challenged in a 
lot of his plays, and because of how he worked 
and rewrote these things, the fact that he kept 
revising and taking the characters down other 
paths, he never knew quite which version was 
right. He couldn’t figure that out because he got 
so involved in the characters and the byways of 
his plot. And what Kazan did for him was really 
set boundaries and challenges and challenge 
him to write better. So they had this extraordi- 
nary collaboration, which accounted for a lot 
of the great work. In the later plays, when he 
didn’t have that kind of strong, inspired hand 
guiding him, he often would take notes that 
were not necessarily good notes. They would 


send him off down a path which might not be 
as useful or creative as Kazan’s. 

AC: In Williams’ early career, when he moves 
from social drama - like the prison play Not 
About Nightingales - to the more personal work 
of The Glass Menagerie, his breakthrough play, 
were there voices outside him that were instru- 
mental in taking Williams down that road? 

JL: My speech is going to deal with some of 
that, but the thing that was instrumental in 
making Williams a playwright and finding his 
voice was sex. He was a stranger to his own 
body until he was about 28. But with sex is 
the beginning of knowledge and curiosity, and 
once he was able to free himself from his inhi- 
bitions, and it was a kind of ongoing battle, 
it opened up a universe of feeling and people 
and experience that gave him his themes. I 


think it’s very psychologically complicated, 
but the people who pushed him in this direc- 
tion were his family that he carried around 
with him, whose voices obsessed him. He 
internalized his family, and they were his cast 
of characters essentially - if you can imagine 
a series of mannequins that he dressed up 
in different postures and set out. There are 
other people, of course, but Gore Vidal called 
his family his repertory of actors, and that is 
what they were. He had uncanny access to his 
unconscious. And what’s so wonderful about 
the plays is that, depending on what one 
you’re reading, you’re getting a kind of psy- 
chic autobiography of where he was in himself 
at any given time. He was the most autobio -

graphical of American playwrights, but he was 
trying to use playwriting in a psychodynamic 
way to figure out who he was in that moment. 
And as he changed, the plays changed. The 
subject of my talk is the out-crying heart of 
Tennessee Williams, and that heart cried out 
differently at different times. And the source 
of that outcry was hysteria. And his struggle as 
a playwright was how to contain the hysteria 
and keep it in his life and in his plays from 
suffocating the project. Sometimes he suc- 
ceeded, and sometimes he couldn’t. He’s very 
critical of his work; he would say, “This is too 
hysterical.” All the great arias are wonderful 
hysterical riffs: Maggie the Cat or Princess 
Kosmonopolis or Flora Goforth, that’s all 
Williams - Williams in a kind of desperation. 
AC: It helps make his work so ripe for parody. 
JL: Yes. And he could parody himself, as in The 
Gnadiges Fraulein. It verges on that. There’s 
a wonderful line in Joe Orton: “Lunatics are 


melodramatic.” But if you understand his life, all 
these areas recapitulate aspects of his life or his 
fears about his life. Take Maggie the Cat. Maggie 
the Cat wants to claim her inheritance. Well, 
Williams wanted to claim his literary inheritance 
and felt that he wasn’t going to be able to, and 
he was going to try to drive through and claim 
it, which is the correlative there. He finds a 
correlative for his own actual need and then 
speaks it through the character. It’s like a game 
of hide-and-seek: If you hide too well, you can’t 
be found, and there’s no fun. Williams in his 
writing hid himself away, and the plays allow him 
to be found. That’s where you find him, in the 
plays, a kind of perfected self but where he can 
actually admit the contradictory, paradoxical hate 
and love and fun and fury that were [in him] . 
He’s such a contradictory person, a very difficult 
person to deal with in life and to write about, 
because he contains and is aware of this incred- 
ible combination of strength and weakness. 


AC: How do you feel trying to sift through that 
life as a biographer ? 

JL: It’s hard. It’s very hard. But I think I have - 
and I would, wouldn’t I? - the correct take on it. 
You have to have a point of view because you are 
trying to synthesize and interpret an absolute 
Himalaya of material. The guy wrote eight hours 
a day for 40 years. It’s just a massive amount of 
data to synthesize. And, of course, within that 
there are always going to be contradictions. But I 
think there is a psychological through-line which 
makes sense for not only his own behavior but 
what is behind all the plays. But that comes out 
of a psychological understanding, I hope, of 
hysteria and the hysteric as a person. 

AC: In this spate of revivals of Williams’ later 
plays in New York, are we finding new things in 
the plays that were missed when they premiered ? 
JL: That’s a really good question, and I’m going 
to give you a really strong answer. I’m all for 
interpretation of Williams. I think a good direc- 
tor always interprets the text. But there is a thin 
line between interpretation and desecration, and 
I would say that the recent [Gordon] Edelstein 
production of The Glass Menagerie - which 
changes virtually every scene of the play by mak- 
ing Tom a kind of doppelganger, a shadow of the 
scenes, writing it down - changes what the play 
is in its essence. It’s like changing the play from 
the first person to the third person in tone. It’s an 
example of a gross misinterpretation of the play. 

This is a real problem for Williams. Williams, 
when he wrote, just wrote. He wrote in a fury, 
and he wrote for long periods of time, and at 
the end of the day, there would be piles of paper 
at his feet, and he would simply scoop those 
pieces of paper up, and there were many ver- 
sions of his plays. And sometimes directors will 
go and take some scenes that they like from, say, 
the third version and some from the printed ver- 
sion and some from the first version, and they’ll 
make a collage of the script, so they in essence 
become co-authors with Williams. I think this 
is wrong. I think it’s wrong because when 
Williams decides to print a play, even if the play 
is still not finished in his eyes this time around 


- say, Summer and Smoke, which goes through 
many iterations - this is the script he wanted. 
This is the script he gave his imprimatur to, and 
anything else is wrong. It’s meretricious, in my 
view. The meanings of the play change. You sud- 
denly have a love story where there was no love 
story, symbols where there were no symbols. 
I mean, I could make a collage of A Streetcar 
Named Desire from all the different drafts and 
have the wackiest story going at the end of it. 
It’s nuts, and it should be stopped. 

One of the problems is that once Williams 
died, and once [his sister] Rose died, there 
was no reason for the Williams estate. In other 
words, the Williams estate was there to protect 
Rose and to make sure that she had $300,000 
a year for her upkeep at this swank sanitarium. 
Once she died, the rights went to Sewanee, 
who benefits from the money. But the people 
who are making those decisions, whether 
they’re at Sewanee or the Casarotto Ramsay

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agency in London, who handle the produc- 
tions, they really have not been responsible 
in overseeing these productions. It really is 
not right that people who are seeing these 
plays for the next generation are not see- 
ing the plays as written. Yes, interpret them 
within what Williams sanctioned. But don’t, 
please , give me a play that he never wrote 
or intended and say that it is The Milk Train 
Doesn’t Stop Here Anymore. They don’t say 
Michael Wilson’s version of The Milk Train. . . . 
They say Tennessee Williams’ The Milk Train 
Doesn’t Stop Here Anymore. No. Not. 

AC: So do audiences now need interpreters with 
greater sensitivity to Williams’ later plays? 

JL: No, you just need intelligent and tal- 
ented people to stage it in an intelligent 
and talented way. The audience has noth- 
ing to do but go. One of the things that’s 
so interesting even about an avant-garde, 
quote-unquote, production, the audience 


is held not by the hijinks of the production 
but because Williams’ words are good. Even 
when they’re not brilliant, they’re eloquent 
and elegant, and that holds the audience. It’s 
like a melody which in this riff had gone off 
on some sort of abstract solo like Coltrane, 
squealing and screaming and noisy, but 
there’s still the words, and the words still 
hold you. We’ve forgotten in our contempo- 
rary moment, except with a few very good 
playwrights, we’ve forgotten the power of 
eloquence and the power of poetry onstage, 
because most people can’t do it. So when 
you hear it, you’re spellbound by it, which is 
what you’re supposed to be ■

Knopf, 336 pp., $24.95 

Karen Russell’s debut novel boasts its own 
exclamation point for good reason. Her text is 
fleshy and thick - prose so chewy it takes an 
alligator’s snoutful of pearly razors to masti- 
cate it. Every noun is cinched in filigree; every 
verb is an urging forward. Russell’s brain might 
look like the millions of ribboned 
tributaries of the swamps she 
so lusciously describes. At age 
29, she’s already notched the 
“20 Under 40” (The New Yorker ) 
and “25 Under 25” ( New York 
Magazine) on her bedpost, and 
her home state’s Sun Sentinel 
suggested that she is Florida’s 
greatest living fiction writer 
(Harry Crews is apparently safe? 

Carl Hiaasen ... not so much?). 

Dang. Dubbing anyone the 
greatest living anything is heavy 
enough, but at Russell’s age, 
it’s hardcore. 

Her 2007 short story collection, St. 

Lucy's Home for Girls Raised by Wolves, 
was received to much cult, critical, and 
popular acclaim, and it is from one of these 
tales, “Ava Wrestles the Alligator,” that 
Swamplandia! moves forward, fleshing out 
the backstory of the Bigtree family, the own- 
ers/operators of the Everglades alligator 
tourist park for which the book is named. 

Let’s not mince words and just add to the

din: Swamplandia! reeks of instant classic, a 
dogleg detour through Florida’s literary state, 
a state that often feels ham-fisted, whether 
in bent-palm, pastel-colored, or seedy, neon- 
drenched cliche. Russell manages to wander 
Florida archetypes without exploiting them. 

Like the plucky protagonist, alligator wrangler 
Ava, Russell wrestles, but instead of taking on 
crocodilian mismatches, her thousand-pound 
monsters are memories, char- 
acters, ghosts, and verbiage. 
Ava’s epic journey to 
rescue her sister from 
too-deep flirtations 
with the spirit 
world mirrors 
the young teen’s 
own harrowing 
coming-of-age 
odyssey. Through it 
all, Russell dangles 
pulpy bits and juicy 
descriptors like so many live 
chickens over gaping maws. 
Sometimes the tease is in the 
taste; sometimes entire meals make their 
way down the gullet. She’s a writer’s writer, 
an anchor of apologue, wily with words and 
turns of phrase, a fierce contender against 
the craftiest allegorical alligator roll. And when 
darkness - and this tome gets dark - begins 
to weigh heavy in the bog, she, like Ava, 
knows all the right countermoves and surren- 
ders to her own buoyancy to guide it all back 
to the surface, home. - Kate X Messer

THE INTIMATES 

by Ralph Sassone 

Farrar, Straus and Giroux, 256 pp., $24 

At its core, Ralph Sassone’s debut novel, 
The Intimates, showcases a frank and 
charming portrait of the unconventional love 
between absorbent Maize and anal-retentive 
Robbie, who met in high school and fumbled 
with flirtation before becom- 
ing constant platonic threads 
in each other’s lives for the 
next decade. 

In practice, 
though, they are 
separated by 
years and by con- 
tinents, by omis- 
sions and mis- 
communications; 
in fact, they’re 
together only in 
e-mails and memories 
until the third act. We observe 
their friendship mostly 
through the lenses of others 
- reflections and refractions are meaningfully 
scattered throughout the tale - but we can 
glean that their friendship is a modern one, 
complicated but steady, especially in their 
roles as “each other’s human diaries.” 

As our heroes stumble through the revolv- 
ing door of lovers, jobs, and (in Maize’s 
case) haircuts in their tumultuous teens 
and twenties, a fascinating character study 
emerges. Sassone’s strength, though - his 
precise characterizations - turns out to be 
his weakness as well. The entirety of his col- 
lection of brainstormed metaphors seems 
to have made its way into the novel (one 
character is, in the course of half a page, 

“an unsolved puzzle,” “a horror movie,” and 
“a psychic channeling different voices dur- 
ing a seance”), weakening the otherwise 
apt comparisons and making minor char- 
acters, by means of their concision, more 
approachable, despite their relegation to 
roles as oversexed boyfriends or archetypal 
co-workers. Unfortunately, “without remind- 



ers [people] could forget entire experiences,” 
and many seemingly significant cohorts are 
little but footnotes later on. 

Though relatively little actually transpires 
in the course of the novel - she applies for 
college, loses her virginity, gets fired by a 
kleptomaniac boss; he visits his estranged 
father in Rome, has an affair with an older 
professor; and they both help 
Robbie’s mother pack up his 
childhood home before a move 
- we’re reminded that “the big 
changes [come] mostly at odd, 
unexpected moments ... during 
ordinary conversations instead 
of speeches ... 

“And while you were waiting 
for them to occur things got 
taken.” 

One can’t help but wonder if 
Sassone meant to include the 
words “for granted” at the end 
of that sentence, as it seems 
each protagonist holds the 
love and happiness the other 
seeks - and has all along - but remains a 
silent supporter along for the ride.

La Patisserie, a diminutive French bak- 
ery and coffee shop, has opened on 
Annie Street, smack-dab in the middle of 
the colossal void left by the closing of 
the venerable South Congress Texas 
French Bread location. “We just fell in 
love with the building,” says owner 
Soraiya Nagree, speaking of the 
charming white-wood and glass-brick 
cottage La Patisserie occupies. 

“We’ve gotten amazing support from 
the neighborhood ever since we opened. 
It wasn’t until customers told us how 
thrilled they are that they can get French 
pastry in the neighborhood again that we 
realized how fortunate our timing was!” 

It is easy to see why the cottage itself 
charmed. Dainty, clean, and full of light, 
the bakery space is very Parisian, as are 
the pastries: croissants, pain au chocolat, 
almond and pear brioche, rose and citron 
madeleines, chouquettes, financiers, palm- 
iers, chocolate and coffee eclairs, mille- 
feuille, tarte tatins, and gateaux, as well as 
more than two dozen flavors of macaron. 

“We are hoping that, basically, when 
people think about what they love about 
Paris, they’ll think about La Patisserie,” 


says Nagree. The croissants ($2.25) are 
large, crisp, and buttery, with light interi- 
ors; the almond croissants ($2.25) are 
filled with almond paste and sprinkled 
with powdered sugar. All the pastries are 
quite authentic and delicious, and even 
the most elaborate (such as the mille- 
feuille or coffee eclairs) are $5 or less. 

The macarons, however (available in 
handsome gift boxes as well as individu- 
ally), are the stars of the bakery case. 
These delicate, feather-light confections, 
made with small, delicate rounds of bat- 
ter slowly baked and sealed together with 
buttercream, are available in a shocking 
rainbow of colors and flavors, including 
lavender, Strawberry-Champagne, choco- 
late, cardamom-honey-orange, lemon, pas- 
sion fruit, pistachio, rose, vanilla, and car- 
amel fleur de sel. As macarons are 
becoming increasingly in-vogue due to 
their elegance and vivid coloring, sales 
have been spectacular. 

All of the coffee drinks at La Patisserie 
are made with Lavazza espresso and 
French presses. Going forward, the bak- 
ery is branching out into more substantial 
luncheon fare, such as delicious sand- 
wiches made on fresh baguettes, includ- 
ing Nigoise ($7.50), Brie and apple 
($7.50), and prosciutto and Gruyere ($8).

Some chefs are clearly having so much fun 
doing the things they do, it’s almost enough to 
make you believe the late-night chef academy 
infomercials. Shawn Cirkiel is just such a chef; 
his enthusiasm is infectious, and he gives you 
the sly impression that working out new dishes 
and running a restaurant is really just code for 
“having an amazing blast with your friends.” 

While talking about installing the 2,700- 
pound Neapolitan brick oven in his new 
venue, the backspace, he confesses that he 
and Chef de Cuisine Justin Rupp had barely 
gotten it in the door before they began experi- 
menting. “Long before the surround 
was bricked in, we were already fir- 
ing it up. We just couldn’t wait to 
find out if we could make what 
we were going for,” he relates. 

“We would just stay up all night 
after work; it was so fun. And the 
greatest part was, we could! It 
didn’t even really take that long 
before we were getting it just right.” 

What he was trying to get right was rustic 
Neapolitan-style pizza, made in a custom oak- 
fired oven that heats to temperatures ranging 
from 900 to 1,000 degrees Fahrenheit. At tem- 
peratures that high, it only takes 90 seconds 
for a pizza to fully cook, and if you leave it 
many seconds longer, it will bum entirely 
black. When you bake it perfectly, however, it 
is marvelous: The chewy dough is crisp on the 
bottom and bubbling, with a few blackened 
flecks and perfectly softened toppings. 

The type of pizza Cirkiel wanted to make 
determined the oven, and the oven in turn 
has determined the rest of the menu at the 
backspace. For starters, it utterly dominates 
the place, which could kindly be termed 


“cozy” or, let’s see, “intimate”; the back- 
space is, literally, the “back space” of the 
building that houses parkside at Sixth and 
San Jacinto. This area of the building was, 
decades ago, a run-down diner, and the room 
still boasts the diner’s ornate pressed-tin 
ceiling. The door opens directly onto San 
Jacinto Street as the diner’s once did; you 
don’t have to walk through parkside to get 
there. The roaring, thousand-degree fire of 
hardwood oak is visible from every point in 
the narrow room, and with all that heat and 
energy, it would be insane to cook anything 
anywhere else - and besides, there isn’t any- 
where else. So the menu inclines to dishes 
quick-roasted in cast-iron vessels in very hot 
ovens . . . and, of course, pizza. 

The antipasti are described on 
the menu in the typically frank 
Cirkiel way, by a listing of ingredi- 
ents. The roasted fingerling pota- 
toes with salsa verde ($5) are 
purple, marble-sized potatoes, 
covered with a fresh, bright-green 
salsa. The potatoes are so small and 
the sauce so green that at first you 
might think you’ve been served olives by 
mistake. The quick roasting of the superheat- 
ed oven makes short work of the tiny things, 
so they’re creamy and hot even though their 
skins remain unbroken. The absolutely lus- 
cious baked ricotta and poached tomatoes 
with olive oil and lemon ($7) uses local ricotta 
made in Bryan, Texas, and is served with thick 
rectangles of toasted bread. The roasted 
sprouts, pancetta, and Pecorino Romano ($6) 
was the crowning glory of my visits, however. 
Halved brussels sprouts, quick-roasted to car- 
amelized tenderness with crisp Italian bacon 
and cheese - once you’ve had brussels sprouts 
prepared like this, you will never want them 
cooked any other way. 


The salads are good and a nice break from 
the piping-hot nature of the rest of the menu. 
Farm greens with giardiniera, red onion, herbs, 
and Pecorino Romano ($7) is the more classic 
of the two, with pickled peppers and finely 
chopped cauliflower and carrots. The roasted 
beets with pecan, citrus, fennel, and frisee 
($7) are a bit more earthy and interesting; the 
flavor of roasted pecans with cold beets and 
citrus is always lovely. Both salads are heavily 
oiled and vinegared; if you prefer light dress- 
ing, be sure to request it. 

The pizzas are the drawing card and are 
thought by many to be the best in town. The 
dough, in order to not bum on the brick floor 
of the oven, has to be wetter and lighter then 
typical pizza dough. To develop robust flavor, 
the dough is proofed for three days before use. 
Cirkiel and Rupp started developing a sour- 
dough starter for it seven months ago; fitting 
the backspace up to be a restaurant took more 


than a year, so they had plenty of time. The 
pizzas are smaller than a delivery pizza, one 
being about the right amount of food for two 
people. The toppings are superb, and the 
combinations are classic: Margherita ($9), 
marinara ($9), bianca ($14), pepperoni ($12), 
white anchovy ($12), mushroom and ricotta 
($13), and fennel sausage and roasted pepper 
($13). Be aware: If cheese isn’t listed as an 
ingredient, there will be no cheese. Cheese is 
not assumed. 

The desserts - tiramisu, ricotta cheesecake, 
and hazelnut chocolate budino (each $5.50) - 
are all flawless. The wine list is entirely Italian, 
as is the one and only beer served, Peroni. 
Although Cirkiel was at pains not to give the 
backspace a one-word Italian name and to 
source (especially cheese) locally, the back- 
space is about as authentically Italian as you 
can get without hopping on a plane.

We live in the increasingly urbanized Bee 
Caves/Spicewood area, which has just recently 
become rich with good-quality takeout. We 
have everything from the signature Chinese 
cuisine of Pao’s Mandarin House to the Artisan 
Bistro’s perfect re-creations of cozy French 
cuisine. Zoot, one of Austin’s longest-standing 


fine-dining restaurants, recently made a few 
additions to its normally high-end menu that 
are huge bonuses for anyone yearning for the 
elusive opportunity to have food that is conve- 
nient, reasonably priced, and tasty. 

This isn’t a complete change in philosophy 
for Zoot. It’s still a white-tablecloth fine-dining 
restaurant, but the folks at Zoot got clobbered 
by two changes at the same time. First, they 
moved from their longtime location on Heam 
Street to the outer reaches of Bee Caves Road. 
Eighteen years at the old location was a tough 
habit to break for even their most dedicated 
customers. And then, between the time they 
decided to move and the time they actually 
relocated, we went from a seemingly thriving 
economy to one in the doldrums. The change 
in location and in their customers’ bank 
accounts meant that Zoot’s owners needed to 
get creative. 

So they took a look at their new surround- 
ings, and what did they see? Families with 
young children to their east and retired folks 
to their north and west, all with at least some 
spare money. That meant they needed to add 


some menu items that would work as takeout 
food. The question was how to do it without 
damaging their hard-earned reputation as a 
fine-dining restaurant. 

Their decision was to offer foods they could 
sell at a reasonable price and still be proud of 
- classic foods that everyone would under- 
stand, prepared with the care for which Zoot is 
already famous. A perfect example from the 
regular menu is the “3 Napkin Burger” with 
aged cheddar, onion jam, coleslaw, and fried 
buttermilk onions ($10). A burger at Zoot? Just 
having the two words in the same sentence 
would have been unthinkable in the days 
before the stock market flopped. But, of course, 
the market did flop, and now Zoot’s owners are 
skillfully adapting by offering bargain hunters 
these stunning onion rings and a huge, juicy 
burger made with all the skill and high-end 
ingredients their serious kitchen could bring. 

Even better is Zoot’s new conceptualization 
of mid-20th century comfort food. Tuesday 
through Sunday, it offers two meal choices in 
microwavable dishes with generous servings 
for $11 per person. These are archetypal 


dishes, so familiar you often find them in caf- 
eterias, but created with exceptional care. 
Recently, Zoot offered a choice of King Ranch 
chicken casserole with sides of pinto beans 
and Spanish rice or spaghetti Bolognese. 
Instead of the gloppy Spanish rice you’d get at 
a fast-food place, this was perfectly cooked 
with nice individual kernels and a hint of 
vanilla aroma. The casserole was moist and 
filled with high-quality ingredients, and the 
Bolognese had a rich sauce that had obviously 
spent some time simmering on the back 
burner, as well as a generous amount of fork- 
tender meat. If all this isn’t enough, you can 
also add a salad for $6 or a dessert for $8. 

Zoot is offering folks a chance to get all the 
quality and care the kitchen normally pro- 
vides and to take home wholesome, tasty 
food for about the same price as an anony- 
mous chain place staffed with bored mini- 
mum-wage kids working the kitchen. The 
economic downturn has been painful, but it 
sparked some welcome creativity at Zoot. Its 
takeout is an appreciated addition to our 
arsenal of dinner options. - Wes Marshall

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Go for the Gold

It’s finally here - the biggest and oldest 
Hollywood prom of them all, the Academy 
Awards. Its show runners have made some 
significant changes to the same old, same 
old we’ve come to expect, most notice- 
ably with the up-and-coming co-hosts Anne 
Hathaway and James Franco. According 
to Gregg Kilday in The Hollywood Reporter, 
Oscar producers have also dispensed with 
the traditional stand-alone set (moveable, 
of course, for those lavish dance numbers 
many of us love to hate). In keeping with the 
idea that this is an awards show honoring 
film (i.e., the moving image), the “set” will 
instead include a series of projections, allow- 
ing for constantly changing looks. And to 
think it only took 83 years to come up with 
this idea. 

Academy Awards show producers Don 
Mischer and Bruce Cohen explained what 
they have in mind: “We’re doing six or 
seven scenic transitions during the show, 
but they are each sort of a different concept. 
In other words, one might be a scene from 
a film, one might be a more specific time in 
history, one might be a specific event, one 
might be a specific genre.” 

By putting two of the youngest hosts in 
Oscar history front and center, the produc- 
ers are clearly banking on Hathaway’s and 
Franco’s charm and accessibility to be “audi- 
ence surrogates for the journey” through 
wonderland. Hmmm. I just like the idea 


to do a pratfall, as the telecast’s 
promos have demonstrated. 

Personally, I’ve always liked 
Hathaway. I know some deri- 
sively call her Julia Roberts- or 
Sandra Bullock-lite, but gosh 
dam it, I like her. I really like her! 


on some now-forgotten late-night talk 
show when she was promoting The Princess 
Diaries, her first big movie role. She obvi- 
ously hadn’t been properly coached on how 
a woman should sit when appearing on a TV 
talk show (with legs crossed or held together 
demurely knee-to-toe, heels pulled toward 
the chair, legs slanted to one side). Instead, 
she sat with her knees pinched together, her 
long calves splayed away from each other in 
a way that looked both comical and painful, 
like a newborn, wobbly legged pony - which, 
media-career-wise, she was. You could tell 
the director was ordering quick cutaways 
from the wide shots to close-ups and two- 
shots, perhaps hoping that the girl would 
cross her legs already. Not a chance. That 
little pony’s legs would not budge. 

I liked Hathaway even more the year 
she sang on the Oscar telecast. A few more 
years had passed, adding a few more films 
to her resume. She was better groomed 
then, more put- together. But when Shirley 
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Actors James Franco and Anne Hathaway 
host the 83rd Annual Academy Awards 
on Feb. 27. 

MacLaine gave her some props from stage 
after Hathaway’s performance, she gushed 
like a big ole dork. And naturally, the camera 
; fixed on her. In close-up. 

“I love you!” you could see her 
mouth to MacLaine, lurching 
forward in her seat, dropping 
all pretense of the evening. 
Again it seems another ner- 
vous director ordered a quick 
cutaway before we got a full 
blast of Hathaway’s behavior 
unbecoming to a person wearing 
an evening gown. But it was too late. 
We got a peak at what must have been her 
inner, gangly girl. I, for one, couldn’t get 
enough of it. 

As for James Franco, I’ve adored him 
since his star turn in the short-lived Freaks 
and Geeks and have admired the direction 
in which he’s taken his career. Like other 
critics, I’m not convinced his performance 
in 127 Hours is Oscar-worthy, but in a 
town that values good ole guys, his inclu- 
sion on Hollywood’s prom court seems 
about right.

POST-PRODUCTION 

Anish Savjani on where he’s been and where 
he thinks the industry is going next

Independent producer Anish Savjani has been quietly racking up an impressive body of work 
over the past five years, much of it with ties to Austin that began with his first feature, director 
Steve Collins’ endearingly melancholy quirkfest Gretchen. Savjani’s most recent film is Meek's 
Cutoff, his third with director Kelly Reichardt, following the critically adored duo Old Joy (2006) 
and Wendy and Lucy (2008). All three films were nominated for Independent Spirit Awards. 

Though this year’s ceremony isn’t till this weekend, Savjani got the good news early, winning 
the Piaget Producers Award and a hefty $25,000 grant for his work on Meek's Cutoff. The film 
is a breathtaking accomplishment. Set amid the eerie, parched landscape of the Oregon High 
Desert and starring Michelle Williams, Shirley Henderson, and Paul Dano, Meek's follows, from 
a distance, the increasingly desperate fortunes of a trio of pioneer families lost upon and 
around the Oregon Trail in 1845. You could call it a Western, but it’s more an anti-Western, 
with precious few heroics and a woebegone evocation of the sheer grind of westward expan- 
sion in the face of a desolate, unfathomable wilderness. 

The Austin Chronicle spoke to Savjani about his work with Reichardt, his New York-based 
production company, filmscience, and the ever fluxing future of traditional independent film 
distribution in the emerging digital distribution era. 


Austin Chronicle: How did your relationship 
with director Kelly Reichardt come about? 
Anish Savjani: I came on at the tail end of 
Old Joy to help finish up with post-production, 
and it just sort of snowballed from there. Jay 
Van Hoy, Lars Knudsen, and myself made a 
few other features and started working with 
filmmakers like Joe Swanberg and Kelly. We 
were really just trying to get behind films that 
we enjoy. With Kelly, I just learn from her as a 
filmmaker. She’s been making films for longer 
than I’ve been working in this industry, and we 


just sort of hit if off and have become close 
friends over time. She’s very confident as a 
filmmaker, and that’s something that’s very 
inspiring to be around. She really pays atten- 
tion to detail and is always very focused on 
what she does while being pragmatic about 
the whole culture of making independent films. 
I’ve grown so much as a producer from work- 
ing with her, and I feel very lucky to have been 
able to be a part of the work that she does. 
AC: Let's talk about your production company 
filmscience. 



AS: Sure - filmscience is myself and my part- 
ner, Vincent Savino, and for the most part 
we’re your typical production company in the 
sense that we just like to make the movies 
that we make, and we want them to have the 
ability to get out into the world and be seen. 
AC: Getting independent films seen is both far 
easier and considerably more problematic than 
ever before. Kevin Smith's recent Sundance 
spiel about " indie film 2.0" and the need to 
create a filmmaker-focused self-distribution rev- 
olution certainly pricked up a few ears. 

AS: I think it’s cool what he’s doing, but there’s 
also the Kevin Smith factor, so that’s going to 
thrust him out further than most in terms of 
people willing to take that chance. It’s an excit- 


ing idea and one that I definitely want to 
explore in the future, but I’d want to do it when 
I feel confident I have the right amount of 
resources behind it. Bypassing the traditional 
distribution method is sort of a per-project idea. 
That might work with some projects but not oth- 
ers, and I think there’s definitely a certain 
expertise that distributors bring to the table. 
That said, it is difficult oftentimes and frustrat- 
ing for independent films to be able to generate 
real revenue that can keep them afloat and 
continuing to produce independent films. 

AC: It's pretty much anyone's guess what film dis- 
tribution will be like in two years , much less 10. 
AS: Obviously digital distribution is expand- 
ing, but I’ve found it really surprising in a way 
because I never would have believed that 
people would watch movies on their comput- 
ers. My little cousins and relatives watch fea- 
tures and TV shows on their laptops all the 
time, and I never saw that coming. It’s excit- 
ing, though. The digital delivery mechanisms 
will only get better, and their libraries and 
content will become more and more robust. 
AC: It's kind of depressing to think that the 
communal , social , and cultural aspects inher- 
ent in the act of going out to a theatre to see 
a movie may be on the way out. 

AS: I totally agree. I don’t think they’ll ever 
vanish completely, but ultimately the cost of 
keeping a theatre open is dependent on audi- 
ence attendance, and theatres are going to 
need the larger event movies that have the 
marketing power to really support a theatrical 
release. But yeah, that communal aspect of 
going to the movies is so important. ■

GAME CHANGER 

ESPN eyes prime real estate at 
UT’s College of Communication

Collaboration or colonization? That’s the big question 
raised by the surprising news that ESPN may be taking over 
part of the University of Texas’ College of Communication 
for its new 24-hour Longhorn cable network. 

When UT and ESPN announced the 20-year, $300 million TV deal on Jan. 19, it was broadly 
expected that the new all-UT, all-the-time cable channel would move into the Darrel K. Royal-Texas 
Memorial Stadium. On Feb. 18, university staff were informed that the sports broadcasting levia- 
than is negotiating to lease the second floor of the CMB building (that’s the center of the horse- 
shoe-shaped Jesse H. Jones Communication Center at the corner of Guadalupe and Dean 
Keeton) and Studio 6B. Aside from surprising college staff and students, the announcement also 
leaves a shadow over the future of KLRU’s studios and offices in CMB. Management at the local 
PBS affiliate declined to comment on the negotiations. Radio-Television-Film Department Chair 
Paul Stekler said he is still waiting for details from UT administration but hoped shared space 
will mean real teaching opportunities and not just a few internships. “It needs to be a collabora- 
tion that is of benefit for the entire Communications Department,” he said. 

Space in the communications complex is at a premium. The School of Journalism and 
Department of Advertising & Public Relations, as well as KUT Austin, are supposed to move 
into the $50 million Belo Center for New Media when it opens in June 2012, meaning RTF 
could take over their old space in the CMA building. Currently, the overstuffed college is scat- 
tered across campus, with some staff based down on Lake Austin Boulevard. However, if 
ESPN is still aiming to launch this coming September, the crush could get worse next fall. 

Beyond the short-term issues, any lease would change that space equation permanently, espe- 
cially in regards to Studio 6B. Used by both RTF students and KLRU for recording and broadcast- 
ing, it regularly hosts screenings of student work. As with so much of this deal, it is unclear wheth- 
er ESPN would get exclusive rights, but, Stekler said, “That studio is very essential to RTF.” ■

Is crowdsourced content the wave of the future?

Filmmaker George Lucas is territorial. He’s 
already been involved in several legal tussles 
regarding the use of characters, terms, or 
likenesses from his blockbuster Star Wars 
franchise. Even his fans are not immune 
from Lucas’ watchdog protection: When 
fan-fiction began to appear, Lucas did not 
think twice before swatting the very hands 
that had dug into their wallets to lay down 
the cash that would eventually make Lucas 
the multibillionaire filmmaker he is today. 
But time and perhaps fatigue have changed 
things. Media watchers took note when Lucas 
recently gave his blessing to Seth Green and 
Seth MacFarlane, each of whom paid hom- 
age to Star Wars and Lucas in their respective 
animated TV series, Robot Chicken and Family 
Guy. And Star Wars: The Clone Wars is now in 
its third season on Cartoon Network. While 
produced by Lucasfilm Animation, Lucas is 
not the driving force behind it - but you can 
bet the rent money he has final approval on 
anything that hits the screen. 

But what if things 
had been different? 

Rewind, if you will, 
to 1977. What if a 
young George Lucas 
had access to the social 
media we have today 
and started a website 
encouraging users to 
help realize a story that 
takes place in a galaxy 
far, far away by provid- 
ing some ideas as to 
how and why the char- 
acters interact? What 
do they look like? What 
do they wear? What 
music do they like? 

How do they change 
and evolve? In short, 
what is their story? 

That “what if?” sce- 
nario is happening now 
on cable TV with the 
premiere of Bar Karma, 
a crowdsourced sci-fi 
TV show about a “mystical watering hole at 
the edge of the universe.” Haven’t heard of 
it? Austinite Moses Silbiger has. His idea was 
among the first fan-generated episodes to be 
accepted and produced on the new Current 
TV series. Launched by A1 Gore in 2005, 
Current TV has been blowing up as of late 
with the recent hire of former MSNBC news- 
caster Keith Olbermann. Bar Karma may be 
the thing to bump the burgeoning network 
to the forefront of the cable rabble because of 
the series’ unique development approach: It 
depends on fan input to drive and shape the 
story before it airs. 


In an era when a film force like Lucas and 
TV titans like Matthew Weiner, David E. Kelley, 
and David Simon are practically brands of their 
own, the idea of a “community-developed” TV 
series is both intriguing and potentially disas- 
trous. What’s that they say about too many 
cooks spoiling the broth? But Bar Karma 
has two powerful anchors. The first is Albie 
Hecht, former president of Nickelodeon and 
onetime creator and president of Spike TV He 
has since launched the digital entertainment 
studio Worldwide Biggies to create interactive 
material for use across multiple platforms (TV 
film, licensing). The other force is video game 
designer Will Wright. The “gamer God” is best 
known as creator of SimCity and The Sims and 
is widely credited with advancing open-ended 
simulation games, which allow users to man- 
age and develop communities and inhabit 
them with characters of their own creation. 
Bar Karma has been in active development 
online since late last year through its website 
(www.current.com/shows/bar-karma) , social 
networks like Facebook 
and Twitter, and a free 
iPhone app, with the 
show’s creators solicit- 
ing input on creative 
and technical aspects of 
the series. 

“Viewers will be asked 
to drive everything from 
initial storylines to art 
direction,” according 
to Current TV press 
materials. “If their sub- 
missions are used, that 
viewer’s name will be 
on the credit roll at 
the end of the show.” 
As for the story lines 
themselves, Wright has 
developed an “easy-to- 
use” application called 
StoryMaker. Accessible 
at the Current TV web- 
site, the application 
takes users through the 
entire process of creat- 
ing an episode from pitch to story develop- 
ment to storyboarding. “Easy to use” may 
be in the eye of the beholder. As one online 
participant remarked, the whole thing can be 
bewildering. Helpfully, user forums (including 
one specifically for newbies) provide tips with 
a rah-rah spirit. Once the initial information 
overload is bypassed, it’s all a matter of creat- 
ing, critiquing, asking questions, and finally, 
offering a potential story for Bar Karma. 
Producers select the most promising of the 
community-developed stories and then ask the 
online community to vote on what goes into 
production for the next 30-minute episode. 


The premise of Bar Karma is a take on the 
“man walks into a bar” story. But the bar in 
the title isn’t your run-of-the-mill pub. It’s 
a place characters - usually at some cross- 
roads in their lives - walk into by chance, 
luck, or destiny. Is it purgatory? Are they 
dreaming? In the pilot episode (which pre- 
miered Feb. 11), it’s unclear. What’s known 
is that there are three constant figures at the 
joint: a 20,000-year-old bartender named 
James (William Sanderson); the bar’s wait- 
ress, Dayna (Cassie Howarth); and the bar’s 
owner, Doug Jones (Matthew Humphreys). 

The 12-episode series is already well into 
production, with Silbiger’s story selected as 
the basis for episode three. (Read a review of 
Bar Karma and a description of Silbiger’s win- 
ning storyline in “TV Eye,” p.46.) Silbiger’s 
participation in the Bar Karma process was 
nearly tailor-made. As a personal leadership 
consultant, his Press Play To Grow! project 
actively looks at ways to expand video games’ 
purpose and applications to “skillfully lever- 
age and balance three synergetic variables” 
- entertainment, popularity, and personal 
growth, according to his website. When he 
accepted the Bar Karma Facebook page invita- 
tion, he thought it looked like more grist for 
his research. 

“I love the Internet and online communi- 
ties, the connection of video games and social 
media,” he said in a phone interview from his 
Austin home. “It was a lot of fun seeing how 
the [Bar Karma] process worked, getting into 
forums, and meeting new people. I made a lot 
relationships there with some very interesting 
people.” While the exact number of regular 
participants at the Bar Karma site is unclear, 
Silbiger says he interacts with a core group 
of six people who serve as coaches, critics, 
and sounding boards for one another as they 
develop potential stories. 

“I research video games, but this is fun for 
me. When I get into the forums, I don’t see 
time pass.” 


So does Silbiger see himself as the next 
media titan in the tradition of Lucas or 
Weiner? Not exactly. 

“I feel like the main compensation is for the 
story to be out there, where thousands if not mil- 
lions of people will see it,” he said, adding, “This 
was created in an open-source community.” 

In other words, there’s no royalty check 
down the road for Silbiger for sharing his cre- 
ative capital. And this may be where conven- 
tional TV making and the gaming world come 
to, shall we say, an interesting juncture. While 
conventional TV has struggled to fully realize 
the power of new media, it remains steeped in 
its Old World approach to creation with a top- 
down structure in which viewers are passive 
participants there to watch the show and, sig- 
nificantly, to be exposed to commercials. If the 
series is a critical and artistic success, that’s the 
cherry on the sundae. And all that excitement 
over interactive TV, wherein viewers could buy 
the same sweater they see a TV character wear- 
ing with a click of a button? It’s never taken off. 
Media consumers these days really don’t want 
to be sold a bill of goods. They want an active 
experience beyond point, click, and buy. 

The Bar Karma model still has two very 
distinctive production leaders in Wright and 
Hecht, but it’s the gaming aspect that excites 
fan-creators, which requires seeking, listening, 
sharing, learning, and collaborating - all the 
things visionary game designer and South by 
Southwest Interactive alum Jane McGonigal 
advocates in her new book, Reality Is Broken: 
Why Games Make Us Better and How They Can 
Change the World. 

Can gaming-design techniques make for 
better TY or at least offer a new approach? For 
his part, Silbiger says yes. 

“ [Bar Karma] adds social media to TV and 
video games, all in one package.” 

The only thing left to build is a larger 
audience. ■

Such confirmations 
dominate headlines, of course, but the real story of SXSW continues to take place on an increas- 
ingly global stage. The Festival’s on track to set a new record for international artists, up from 
549 acts last year to 637 as of Tuesday afternoon, with a flurry of accompanying showcases. 
Though the British Music Embassy at Latitude 30 and Japan Nite (Friday, March 18, Elysium) 
set the gold standard for continental goodwill, this year Copa hosts world music; Easy Tiger 
splits a showcase between visitors from South Korea and Israel on Wednesday, March 16; 
Spain’s Primavera Sound hosts two nights at Nuvola; and Billboard en Espahol hits Prague 
on Friday, March 18. Friends’ annual Dublin, Ireland, mudslide hits on St. Patrick’s Day. And that’s 
only the tip of the iceberg. Just Googling the first act on the SXSW list, Paris’ AaRON, reveals 
an indie-pop romantic with a cinematic scope. “We’re seeing an increased presence from Asia, 
particularly South Korea, and a real, continued expansion in Central and South American acts,” 
reports SXSW Creative Director Brent Grulke. Part of a new SXSW partnership, Britain’s 
esteemed newspaper The Guardian will be handicapping UK favorites this year for the Chronicle.

A small chunk of Raul’s restroom lives in 
Tim Kerr’s closet. Across the faded pink and 
green stripes, “Big Boys” is spray-painted in 
green on top of loose red lettering, a rare rem- 
nant from ground zero of Austin punk. 

“On the last night at Raul’s, they were tear- 
ing everything up, so I grabbed that,” motions 
the guitarist. “Big Boys formed to see if we 
could play one time at Raul’s. 

“When I saw that, I thought we had pretty 
much made it.” 

Where the former fun house of Big Boys’ 
late provocateur, Randy “Biscuit” Turner, 
offered a home playscape of gleaned junk-art 
(see “Making Biscuit,” Aug. 19, 2005), Kerr’s 
Hyde Park dwelling reveals a far more per- 
sonal museum of popular culture.

Sci-fi creatures inhabit the bathroom, JFK 
iconography surrounds Kerr’s massive record 
collection and antique piano in the dining 
area, and Halloween accessories have turned 
a corner of the living room into an artificial 
pumpkin patch. 

“These are artifacts from all of the cultures 
we’ve grown through,” observes Kerr with a 
slow Texas drawl, referring to his wife of 32 
years and lifelong friend, Beth. 

Perhaps it’s his role as host this Thursday 
afternoon, but with graying sideburns and a 
stout build, he resembles a dungeon master, 
save for the fading color tattoos, most tellingly 
the words “John Coltrane” across his wrists. 
The 53-year-old doesn’t skate as much as he 
used to - not since he broke his leg on the 
second song of a Total Sound Group Direct 
Action Committee set at Beerland in 2003 - 
but gets around all right. 

The 30-minute walk-through provides a 
crash course in Kerr. He’s Austin’s original 
funk renegade, a prolific and fiercely inde- 


pendent renaissance artist with old-school 
credentials - Poison 13, the Monkeywrench, 
Ford High Fixers. 

The guest bedroom studio boasts two mas- 
sive library card catalogs filled with DAT 
recordings of sessions he produced for the 
likes of the Riverboat Gamblers and Fatal 
Flying Guillotines. More notable is the creed 
Lungfish’s Dan Higgs scrawled in black all- 
caps across the neighboring wall, a doctrinal 
passage that speaks volumes about Kerr’s 
philosophical bent and constant resilience. 

We are born students to a test in progress 
A test that which cannot be completed or failed 
Yet the test must be taken. 

We are born pilots in an intersection of space 
and time 

To navigate our senses and discover

Talking to Tomorrow 

Despite his archival tendencies, Kerr’s not 
one for nostalgia, hike contemporary local 
Greg Ginn of SST Records (see “Rise Above,” 
Aug. 21, 2009), he refers to band reunions 
as “re-enactments.” 

“If you really have the need to get up on 
that stage, start something new,” he scoffs, 
now seated in his shed out back for the 
first of three hourlong interviews. “All of 
those people are going to be there for that 
first show to see what you’re doing next. 
Whether they come again, that’s an entirely 
different story.”

Since retiring last year from the University 
of Texas, where he served as an audio/visual 
technician for close to three decades, Kerr 
spends most days in this two-story work- 
space. Dozens of gallon paint canisters litter 
the concrete floor, coated in confetti streaks 
and splotches, while the back wall illustrates 
his two current focuses. 

The left side features a mural of the civil 
rights activists Claudette Colvin and Rosa 
Parks. The large-scale paintings are indicative 
of Kerr’s now-trademark style: loose, bold 
tempera portraits of inspirational figures, both 
the known and oft-forgotten - Colvin was 
arrested nine months before Parks for refus- 
ing to give up her bus seat - all accented with 
handwritten historical facts, quotes, and per- 
sonal summations. Taking up the rest of the 
wall is a daunting list of Kerr’s new musical 
repertoire, 118 different Irish songs. 

“That seems like a lot, but that’s nothing,” 
says Kerr, who picked up accordion and claw- 
hammer banjo about five years ago. “I decided 
I was going to make a concerted effort to learn 
Irish music. That’s the only way to do it really. 
It’s hard. You can’t just do a 1-4-5 like you can 
with the blues. You have to know where the 
changes are. ... 

“When we first started at Raul’s, there were 
no rules. Nobody knew what the hell it was. It 
wasn’t on the radio. It was a completely open 
playing field. You weren’t playing for people; 
you were playing with them, ’cause everyone 
in that crowd was either in bands or doing fan- 
zines or whatever. I’m into this for that same 
sort of community of it. 

“At these art shows I go to, I find the group 
of people that’s playing Irish or old-time and 
get to have this musical conversation with 
complete strangers. You can find a common 
tune that everyone knows and then just sort 
of take off. That’s the beauty of it. 

“I’m playing more now than ever.” 

Most Tuesday nights Kerr can be found at 
Rio Rita, sharing folk standards with a small 
assemblage of friends and colleagues. The 
unbilled residency, now three years running, 
makes a consistently odd pairing - middle-aged 
ramblers, huddled in a circle with banjos and 
fiddles, oblivious to the conversations unfold- 
ing at East Sixth Street’s hippest hangout. 

A chalkboard sign hanging in the upper 
reaches of the Kerr’s home shed serves as a 
reminder of his response to one particular 
heckler at the bar: “Proud to play that same 
song all night.” 

“People want to put you in a box and keep 
you there,” he furthers, “but everything is still 
growing, and everything is connected. The 
celebration is the same for all of this.” 


Once Upon a Time Called ... 
Right Now 

Kerr never really fit neatly into any particu- 
lar scene. He’s been a constant outsider, just 
close enough to any given establishment to 
push back against it. 

Even the Big Boys - Turner, Kerr, bassist 
Chris Gates, and a rotating cast of drum- 
mers - were an anomaly in hardcore history: 
punk rock you could dance to, a combina- 
tion tagged on countless show posters with 
the logo of an anarchy symbol crossed with 
a skateboard. The band’s costumed fervor 
thrived in its constant contradictions, joyous 
yet combustible, with all the subtlety of a 
pipe bomb. Small wonder that Transmission 
Entertainment copped the group’s timeless 
teenage riot “Fun Fun Fun” as the namesake 
for its annual music festival. 

“When we went skating, we would have 
Kool & the Gang and Ohio Players on, so of 
course, when we started the band, we played 
some of that stuff,” Kerr explains. “The only 
sort of rule of thumb was that you were doing 
something straight from the heart, your vision. 
In reality, the Big Boys never broke up. We just 
quit playing.” 

The transition to the belligerent blues of 
Poison 13 - a side project with Gates and 
Big Boys’ roadie- turned-vocalist Mike Carroll 
- and later to his neo-soul train Bad Mutha 
Goose & the Brothers Grimm, Kerr describes 
as a slipstream narrative, a natural transition 
away from the then-divisive punk scene. Each 
act culled its own cult following. 

“For myself and a handful of my closest 
friends, there were really only three records com- 
ing out of the hardcore scene that were doing 
that trash rock,” professes grunge linchpin Mark

Arm. “It was Redd Kross’ Born Innocent, [Tales 
of Terror’s] Tales of Terror, and that Poison 13 
album, and they all kind of sounded like they 
were recorded by people that were so fucked up 
that they could barely stand. 

“There was a primitive looseness to those 
records that I really appreciated.” 

In the mid-1990s, Kerr drifted into the 
outer limits of free jazz, led by the spiri- 
tual triptych of John Coltrane (“the Father”), 
Pharoah Sanders (“the Son”), and Albert 
Ayler (“the Holy Ghost”). Equally influential 
was the music and autobiography of Sun Ra, 
solidifying the theoretical concepts that Kerr 
had long abided by, like the notion that all 
sound is valid and equally important, no mat- 
ter its origin or intention. 

That revelation is easily traced in the differ- 
ence between the Monkeywrench’s first two 
albums. While 1992’s Clean as a Broke-Dick 
Dog (Sub Pop) reaches the sum total of the 
band’s esteemed parts - Arm and Steve Turner 
of Mudhoney fame, Kerr, former U-Men guitar- 
ist Tom Price, and drummer Martin Bland from 
Australia’s Lubricated Goat - 2000 ’s Electric 
Children crackles with a cosmic otherness, 
blasts of atonal velocity that push the group’s 
minimalist punk-blues to unnatural extremes.

“I don’t intentionally try to do things differ- 
ently,” reflects Kerr on the transition. “I just 
do. It’s like that Sun Ra thing, that he was not 
of this world; he was from Saturn. I’m always 
a little bit off from whatever everyone else is 
doing, for better or worse.” 

The lone constant has been a purity of 
expression. That thread connects everything 
from Jack O’Fire’s blitzkrieg soul revue to 
Kerr’s string of modem dance compositions 
this millennium for the choreographer Holly 
Williams and his soundtrack to the experi- 
mental documentary Who Is Bozo Texino?, 
which screened earlier this month at the 
Museum of Modem Art in New York. 

“Tim’s really easygoing, but he’s got 
strength of conviction,” posits Arm.

Kerr isn’t changing course. He’s coming 
full circle. 

The youngest of three and a natural surfer, 
Kerr began his music education courtesy 
of AM radio on the outskirts of Galveston, 
predominately the British folk revival and 
early recordings of David Crosby and James 
Taylor. After winning a songwriting competi- 
tion, the budding guitarist performed at the 
1974 Kerrville Folk Festival, playing original 
acoustic material in the vein of Bert Jansch 
and John Martyn. He was invited back the 
following year but broke his arm skating in a 
pool in Bastrop. 

“Punk rock wasn’t even in the picture yet,” 
he adds with a slight smile. 

Around that same time, Kerr moved to 
town to attend the University of Texas. In the 
absence of guitar courses, he earned his degree 
in painting and photography studying under 
Garry Winogrand, a street photographer who 
best captured New York City’s original Mad 
Men era. 

“I appreciate the skill that it takes for 
a Dutch Masters painting, but it’s like 
lots of radio music; it just doesn’t seem 
real,” admits Kerr, who was awarded a Ford 
Foundation grant for his collegiate work. 
“I always liked van Gogh, just because you 
could literally see the brush stroke, the 
thickness of the paint sticking out and where 
it was pushed around.” 

That’s one of the most distinct character- 
istics of Kerr’s folk art. You can sense where 
his hands have been, the desire to confront 
the viewer. There’s a skilled roughness to it, 
forged with what graphic designer Art Chantry 
describes as “deep, subtle sophistication and 
wondrous, explosive execution.” 

Mirroring his amplified output, Kerr doesn’t 
conform to any one medium. Though he prefers 
cardboard for its absorption, his work splays 
across wood panels, brick walls, maps, and 
even blackboards. Late last year, for example, 
he was commissioned to make portraits to fit in 
the advertising section of an Arlington, Va., city 
bus as part of Artisphere exhibit Party Crashers: 
Comic Book Culture Invades the Art World. 


A collection of Kerr’s paintings was recently 
released in a soft-bound book, Your Name 
Here, printed by local multimedia specialists 
Monofonus Press, a collaboration established 
through his album artwork for two of the 
label’s artists, the Golden Boys and Ralph 
White. Coupled with a tape of the guitar- 
ist’s hand-picked greatest hits, the full-color 
compilation provides an annotated gallery 
of American Indian and civil rights activists, 
blues masters, and free jazz titans that togeth- 
er form a compelling narrative of fortitude 
and liberation. 

“It’s a history book,” furthers Morgan Coy, 
founder of Monofonus Press. “You can tell 
that he’s working from photographic images, 
but these people feel really alive to me. Part of 
that is his use of color, but it’s more so that it’s 
important to him, to present that challenge to 
be one of these people.” 

Kerr couldn’t agree more. 

“‘Responsibility’ is a harsh word to use for 
it, but it’s the realization of the power of influ- 
ence,” he says. “We all have it in some form 
or another. If I’m going to put stuff out there, I 
want to be a positive influence on someone, to 
turn people on to Albert Ayler. That’s as much 
punk rock as anything else. 

“It’s all about planting seeds. That’s why 
it’s called Your Name Here. It’s the same 
thing as what we used to say with the Big 
Boys: ‘Go start your own band.’ Do some- 
thing. You’re missing out if you don’t do 
some sort of self-expression.” 

When the Revolution Conies 

Located near the corner of Springdale and 
East Seventh Street, just beyond the condo 
sprawl, the Monofonus Compound proved a 
perfectly weird setting for the release party for 
Your Name Here in late January. Everything at 
the spacious, eight-studio enclave appears art- 


fully rendered, from the old school bus parked 
out back to the stripped telephone booth near 
the fenced entrance. 

Billed as the Artsiest Little Square Dance in 
Texas, the event’s a family affair in the slyest 
sense, a rare intentional gathering of geezers 
and scenesters. Kerr yields most of the gallery 
space to the work of his friends and contem- 
poraries, including Orange Mothers frontman 
Ethan Azarian, Bill Jeffery of Ichi Ni San Shi, 
and Chronicle photographer Sandy Carson. 
He’s also ceded most of the stage. 

At its peak, there are 23 musicians crowded 
together, with a small orchestra of guitarists 
and no fewer than six fiddlers. Kerr sits off 
to the side, strumming his banjo and tapping 
his heel lightly to the old-time tunes. Sure 
enough, an actual square dance caller leads 
the crowd through the motions - the bow- 
ing, circling, and promenading of the various 
partners - though the routine transitions 
more into a drunken stumble as the evening 
progresses, the “yee-haws” becoming less fre- 
quent and far more random. 

Through it all Kerr beams regardless, so 
obviously content in this moment he’s cre- 
ated. The music carries on deep into the 
night, and in some regard, spills over into the 
following evening when a handful of the same 
folks shows up at Kerr’s shed for another 
marathon session. Only this time, it’s strictly 
Irish music, flutes and fiddles joining together 
in jovial jigs. 

One particular medley, opening with “Lark 
on the Strand,” stumps Kerr on accordion. 
It’s played again and recorded, preserved for 
future practice sessions. This is how tradition 
survives, why the colors come alive. 

“As honored and humbled as I am by all of 
that history, I’m not dead yet,” spouts Ken- 
later. “I hope I haven’t seen the best thing yet.” 

At least he’s caught a glimpse. ■

“Bullshit” is the first word sneered on Casual 
Victim Pile II - by Orville Bateman Neeley III 
on “Do My Thing.” Neeley then shows up on A 
Giant Dog’s dive bar rave-up “The Grand,” plus 
he also recorded Naw Dude’s hardcore hive 
“Steal From Your Parents.” That six degrees of 
separation informs Matador Records’ Southern 
bureau chief Gerard Cosloy’s second install- 
ment of Beerland-centric punk, picking at the 
threads of 18 Austin acts. The vinyl-only LP, 
out this time on his revived 12XU imprint, shows the local graveyard is still full of warm 
bodies, and the variations on rock & roll, much like last year’s debut collection, come 
up at six degrees too: Simple Circuit’s “Sattrash” is jittery surf-punk; Hatchet Wound’s 
“Fuck the Past” is a lovely slice of K Records heaven; the French Inhales’ “All Bed & 

No Breakfast” is heavy-lidded psych. Elsewhere, Literature’s tart pop “Man Made Man” 
squares off against Women in Prison’s acid-gargled “Kill Kommie Kops.” Expensive Shit’s 
“Jah Six Pack” bookends OBN Ill’s “Do My Thing,” sealing the deal with good old-fash- 
ioned noise. CVP2 nails the punk rock trinity of booze, weed, and bullshit, and it’s comfort- 
ing to know that last year’s compilation wasn’t just some flash in the pan, that Red River’s 
being documented - in a yearbook of sorts - even if it doesn’t want to be remembered 
that way. Happily, after close to three decades sniffing out the bullshit, we can trust 
Cosloy’s judgment. (Pick a pile at Beerland’s CVP2 release party, March 3-5.)

Friends of Dean 
Martinez alert! Austinite

Woody Jackson (guitar, bass, Dobro, jaw harp, 
coffeemaker) lead a lithe posse of rattling 
and rumbling atmospherics down a crimson 
path. Ghostly gallops (“The Shootist”) turn into 
miles and miles of tundra mowed by a chas- 
ing crane sweep (“El Club de Los Cuerpos”). 
Nifty percussive jangle from “Horseplay” rallies 
Leone gone Kurosawa. Tambourine can only 
go so far on obvious score fills like “Luz y 
Sombra,” and the RDR theme itself whiffs of 
musical smoke and mirrors, but “Redemption 
in Dub” begs for 10 times its two-minute run- 
time in its classically cinematic Trainspotting/ 
Tangerine Dream mode. A last act ponies up 
the singers, Jose Gonzalez, Jamie Lidell, and 
particularly William Elliott Whitmore, whose a 
cappella dust eddy blows out the candles of 
Red Dead Redemption.

As with all 
of Taylor’s projects, the musicianship is top-notch and the 
spare arrangements are superb, but whether the world needs 
another version of “Crazy” or “On the Road Again” not sung by 
Nelson is up for debate. 

JON WOLFE It All Happened in a Honky Tonk 

A George Strait clone right down to the big ol’ belt buckle, 

Jon Wolfe redeems himself with a croon that’s obviously 
made for singing contemporary country. Subject matter no 
deeper than whiskey, babes, and hanging out in honky-tonks 
drags him down, but weepers like “Play Me Something I Can 
Drink To” show off Wolfe’s potential as the next starched and 
pressed heartthrob. 
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Two San Francisco-area counselors recently formed Men of Tears - a male 
support group to encourage crying, according to a January San Francisco 
Chronicle reporter, who observed as nine men recounted touching events in 
their lives, accompanied by tears that, according to the counselors, make them 
emotionally stronger and less hostile. One of the counselors praised the recent 
public cries by Speaker of the House John Boehner and hoped that President 
Barack Obama (who stopped just short of tears at the memorial service for 
victims of the recent Tucson, Ariz., shootings) would someday step over that line.

Authorities told him that his custom- 
made, motorized chair with caterpillar treads 
instead of wheels, which moves like a tank, 
would have to be licensed like one (as a 
“Category H” vehicle, one category higher 
than a “road roller”). Starr said his chair 
was the only way he could play at the beach 
with his kids. 

Beloved Banker: In December, JPMorgan 
Chase abruptly ended a program that had 
allowed military personnel to defer paying on 
Chase-owned student loans while on active 
duty. Three weeks later, NBC News reported 
that Chase’s mortgage division had long 
been ignoring a federal military protection 
law by charging 4,000 active-duty personnel 
higher mortgage- interest rates than permit- 
ted - and improperly foreclosing on 14 of 
them. That same week, Chase was found to 
be advertising (through an agent) a fore- 
closed-on, five-year-old house in Rexburg, 
Idaho, without adequate notice that it was 
infested with “thousands” of garter snakes. 
(In February, Chase reinstated the student- 
loan deferments and apologized for ignoring 
the federal law.) 

OOPS! 

Three men visiting Philadelphia in 
December were charged with a several-store 
robbery spree, and perhaps luckily for them, 
they were quickly arrested. The police report 
noted that one of the victims (who had a 
gun waved in her face) was Terri Staino, 38, 
the owner of John Anthony Hair Styling for 
Men and the wife of Anthony Staino - reput- 
ed to be the No. 2 man in the South 
Philadelphia mob, according to the 
Philadelphia Daily News. 

Alex Good, 15, practicing tee shots with 
his high school golf team on a rainy day 
underneath a golf course awning, had one of 
his drives hit the metal pole holding up the 
awning, causing the ball to ricochet into his 
eye, resulting in likely permanent damage. 
Despite the fact that the pole was directly in 
front of the tee, inches away, Good nonethe- 
less charged the Pumpkin Ridge Golf Club (in 
North Plains, Ore.) with negligence and filed 
a $3 million lawsuit in January. 


How Not To Do a Laser Bronchoscopy: 
First, according to a case written up in 
December 2010 in the Massachusetts 
Medical Law Report, do not let the laser 
set fire to the patient’s throat. More impor- 
tantly, if a spark does ignite, do not use the 
everyday home remedy for a small flame, 
i.e., try to blow it out - because blowing 
down the “trach” tube might actually 
extend the fire, as it did here. The surgeon 
and hospital were not named; the lawsuit 
resulting from the patient’s death was set- 
tled out of court. 

BRIGHT IDEAS 

Edward Hall III, 24, a Columbia 
University researcher, was arrested in 
January for trespassing at JFK airport in 
New York City after he disobeyed United 
Airlines personnel and tried an alternative 
method to board a plane. He told ticket 
agents he badly needed to be on the 
flight to San Francisco even though he 
had forgotten to bring a photo ID. 
Frustrated, Hall stepped behind the coun- 
ter and crawled onto the luggage conveyor, 
where his next stop, minutes later, was 
the tarmac where bags were being loaded 
and where he was arrested. 

A suburban Chicago high school health- 
class instructor’s technique for teaching 
the names of female reproductive parts 
caught the ire of the Illinois Family 
Institute religious organization in January. 
To some of the kids, teacher Jacqulyn 
Levin’s “game” was nothing more than a 


mnemonic to facilitate memorizing the 
anatomy, but others told the institute that 
Levin’s play on words was chantable, 
could be set to the tune of the “Hokey 
Pokey,” and was referred to by several stu- 
dents as “the vagina dance.” Said a com- 
plaining parent, “It is disrespectful to 
women and removes modesty about the 
reproductive parts.” 

A ‘NEWS OF THE WEIRD’ CLASSIC 
(APRIL 2008) 

Irish director-playwright Paul Walker’s pro- 
duction of Ladies & Gents opened for a 
March 2008 run in New York City, 29 blocks 
north of Broadway in a public restroom. 
According to an Associated Press report, 
the entire play takes place among the por- 
celain in a bathroom in Central Park, por- 
traying “the seedy underside of 1950s 
Dublin,” with the audience of 25 standing 
beside rows of stalls, near “spiders, foul 
odors and puddles of questionable origin.” 
Walker proudly admits that he wanted to 
take his audience “out of their comfort 
zone.” Actor John O’Callaghan recalled that 
rehearsals were especially difficult: “One 
man actually came in and had a pee right in 
front of us.”

La India Packing Co. in Laredo sells hundreds of different 
kinds of seasonings and herbal remedies. In the Tasting Room 
Cafe you can try some of the seasonings before you buy. 



The family-owned 
business still occupies 
the little house in a resi- 
dential neighborhood 
that was the founders’ 
grocery store. Out of 
sight behind the gaily 
decorated storefront is a 
two-story metal ware- 
house building where 
the herbs, spices, and 
seasonings are pro- 
cessed and packaged. 

The international 
purveyor of fine and 
hard-to-find herbs began 
in 1924 when Antonio 
and Antonia Rodriguez 
opened their grocery 
store in a neighborhood 
a few miles from the 
Rio Grande. To increase 

sales, the couple also made a traditional Mexican candy they sold to other neighborhood shops. 

From there they added Antonio’s special seasoning blends for traditional chorizo, menudo, and 
fajitas. The company still sells many of the spice blends that Antonio concocted, as well as a 
special Mexican hot chocolate mix. 

Since 1990, the company has been run by Maria Guadalupe Rodriguez, the widow of one of 
Antonio and Antonia’s six children. Elsa Sanchez is the general manager and the third generation 
of her family to work for the company. 

Over the years La India has added more seasoning blends, spices, and teas to the long list of 
products. This is also the place to find traditional herbs from around the world to treat everything 
from a sore throat to mal de ojo. The cooking spices can be found in major supermarkets around 
the state and ordered through the Internet. 

If you make the trip to visit their showroom in the tiny house, be sure to stay for lunch. Three of 
the four rooms of the house are filled with tables and shelves displaying the company’s products. 
By early afternoon the crowds have usually thinned out. 

The lunch menu is an eclectic mix of traditional Mexican dishes and American fare, including 
fajitas, enchiladas, and a curry chicken or tuna salad. What’s odd is the kitchen serves a wonderful 
mole dish, yet the spice company doesn’t sell a mole mix. You have to buy the ingredients separately 
and make your own blend of chocolate, peanuts, and peppers. 

One of the most popular dishes is the homemade chicken salad. It is very traditional, with celery 
and mayonnaise, but it has a unique blend of subtle flavorings. Top it off with a piece of the deli- 
cious Key lime pie and/or tangerine pie. 

La India Packing Company is at 1520 Marcella Ave. in Laredo. The spice room is closed on 
Sunday and the Tasting Room on Saturday and Sunday. The store and cafe are north of 1-35 and 
two blocks north of Corpus Christi Street. Spice and herb orders are taken over the phone or by 
e-mail.

The Threepenny

What’s always set The Threepenny Opera apart from other 
works by Bertolt Brecht is the smoky, sexy, jazzy world of saucy 
whores, beggars, and cutthroats. Brecht’s didactic philosophy? 


Not so original. It’s the rich world that cre- 
ated icons like Mack the Knife and Pirate 
Jenny that separates Threepenny, and that’s 
what the University of Texas Department of 
Theatre & Dance’s production focuses on in 
its engaging, inventive revival. 

If the purpose of Threepenny is to show 
the similarity of society’s underbelly to its 
bourgeois and intellectual classes, well, a 
lot of this underbelly is likable in that ragtag, 
zany, off-kilter way. This is an underbelly that 
you root for in the Bad News Bears sense; 
they’re rough ’n’ tough down-and-outers that 
you can’t help cheering for. 

Here, Macheath’s gang of bandits is 
delightfully similar to Peter Pan’s Lost Boys, 
a ramshackle collection of ne’er-do-wells 
who can’t seem to exist without one anoth- 
er. Any truculent manner they display seems 
to be borne more of roguish impertinence 
than idealistic differences. The whores 
move as a pack, as does beggar king 
Peachum with his cronies - the patchwork 
quilt of Threepenny’ s world is woven expertly 
together in this production, particularly 
when the ensemble swells in larger song- 
and-dance numbers. 

It’s rather rare for a play to have all lik- 
able characters. It’s even rarer in a play by 
Brecht. Yet the audience is asked to indulge 
in every character, even potential baddies: 
The corrupt nature of waffling Police Chief 
Tiger Brown is tempered by the tiny teddy 
bear he sleeps with at night; the Peachums 


delight with their we-loathe-each-other-more- 
than-we’ll-ever-loathe-you swagger. And while 
actor Kyle Schnack imbues antihero Mack 
the Knife with a volatile demeanor - an icy 
cool that easily ratchets into a furious tem- 
per - he keeps enough of the vaudevillian 
escape artist about him that you want more 
of his duplicitous hijinks. 

So much amiability does take a little of 
the edge off the drama at the play’s conclu- 
sion. I felt like a glass had been filled rather 
than emptied, if that makes sense - instead 
of the traditional feeling of climax and 
release into denouement, the ending just 
felt like a logical stopping point for the world 
being presented. That might be a problem if 
you want to feel the steelier side of Brecht, 
though it wasn’t a problem for me. 

Halena Kays’ relentlessly inventive direc- 
tion really makes Threepenny a delight: 

I could fill the entire review with a list of 
the magical moments and props this show 
offers. The strong sense of world-building 
flows through some beautiful design and a 
well-knit, enjoyable ensemble, punctuated 
by Amanda Morish’s sweet singing as Pirate 
Jenny and Alexis Scott’s wonderful comedic 
timing as Jacob. 

The Threepenny Opera is one of the most 
consistent and coherent productions I’ve seen 
at UT and a wonderful spectacle to watch. 

This very active interpretation skips the rheto- 
ric and focuses instead on creating an enter- 
taining, delightful show. - Avimaan Syam

In European Champions League action this week, English clubs continued 
to thrive, and Italians continued to melt down, as the last of the 16 teams got 
into action in the knockout round. Chelsea won 2-0 at Copenhagen; 
Manchester United’s scoreless draw at Marseille was the only nonvictory for 
the four English entrants. On the other end of the spectrum, Inter Milan’s 0-1 
loss to Bayern Munich leaves all three Italian teams with a home loss to make 
up for on the road. There’s now a week off from European play before the first- 
round return legs, March 8-9 and March 15-16. 

The schedule for the U.S. Open Cup - open theoretically to every pro and 
amateur team in the country - was announced last week. Notably absent were 
the teams of the new professional “second division,” the North American 
Soccer League (basically the teams the Austin Aztex played against the last 
two years), which had not received sanctioning by the United States Soccer 
Federation by deadline. NASL officials said they were disappointed, but not con- 
cerned, amid all the work of getting the new league up and running. But the 
omission seems to validate the decision by the Aztex - now Orlando City - to 
buck the NASL trend and stay with the United Soccer Leagues’ USL PRO 
league, all 11 U.S. teams of which are in the Open Cup. 

It took two overtime goals, but the U.S. men’s U-17 team qualified for this 
year’s U-17 FIFA World Cup, by edging El Salvador, 3-2, in the regional tournament 
Tuesday. The U.S. is the only team to qualify for all 14 editions of the tournament. 

Meanwhile in South Africa, the Premier Soccer League’s Disciplinary Commit- 
tee has summoned the Orlando Pirates to answer to charges of spectator mis- 
behavior at its stadium, following a Jan. 19 incident “where Orlando Pirates 
spectators behaved in a disorderly manner in that after the final whistle they 
threw porridge at the match official.” The hearing takes place today, Feb. 24.

It should be a source of pride for Austin that this city can 
supply a stage full of actors capable of subtle, nuanced perfor- 
mances - and not just for one show but in a month when mul- 
tiple shows boast strong, versatile casts. In its production of 


George Bernard Shaw’s Man and Superman, 
Austin Shakespeare creates an evening of 
tight performances of a challenging script. 

It’s challenging because it’s long. Austin 
Shakespeare made judicious cuts to the 
script, and Ann Ciccolella’s direction powers 
through the long speeches and wittier-than- 
thou exchanges with hardly a slow moment. 
Still: It’s long! 

That’s because of all playwrights of the 
Western canon, Shaw loved to hear himself 
talk more than anyone else. The prefaces 
he published along with his scripts come 
across as almost funny in an age in which 
writers are taught to let the work speak for 
itself. In performance, Shaw’s plays are like 
a debate between two opposing views, only 
with more characters and slightly more plot. 

Man and Superman uses the story of a 
controversial writer and confirmed bachelor 
(Shelby Davenport) who has been saddled 
with the co-guardianship of a young girl who 
seeks to entrap him in marriage. Miss Ann 
Whitefield (Kimberly Adams) will lie, cheat, 
and bully her way to getting what she wants, 
and Jack Tanner - arguably a stand-in for 
Shaw himself - is precisely what she wants. 
Their cat-and-mouse game entangles their 
whole circle of friends and family. 

Shaw also prods at this opposition between 
personal independence and the security of 
marriage in the context of class. (Just as 
American writers must wrestle with racism, 
British authors can’t get away from issues of 


class.) Miss Violet Robinson (Jill Blackwood) 
has recently returned home in possession of 
a husband whose identity she won’t reveal 
but who we soon discover is attempting to 
protect his inheritance at Violet’s insistence, 
for, as she says, “What is the use of having 
money if you have to work for it?” Meanwhile, 
John Tanner’s chauffeur (Michael Dalmon) 
insists on abandoning his good education in 
favor of tinkering with motors, and a certain 
self-made Irishman (Chronicle Arts writer Barry 
Pineo) appears with big ideas for his son’s 
social advancement through marriage. 

The intellectual parrying is great entertain- 
ment, but the emotional payoff of the play’s 
resolution is unfortunately lacking. Adams 
plays the part of Ann Whitefield very capably, 
but Shaw has created a character that even 
the greatest performer would have trouble 
portraying in such a way that would make 
her appealing as a future wife. It’s the lying 
thing; being manipulated into marriage is 
typically a bad sign of things to come, at 
least by today’s standards. 

Austin Shakespeare’s production offers 
several delicious angles. Besides the good 
performances, Jennifer Madison’s costumes 
are delightful (though, early in the run, cer- 
tain costume pieces appeared more of a 
nuisance than a help), and John Aaron Bell’s 
scene design fills the deep space of the 
Long Center’s Rollins Studio Theatre smart- 
ly. In all, a strong show, even if the script 
makes it a heavy one. - Elizabeth Cobbe

Displacement. 

Like when you take an idea from your interior, a response to 
the perception of your environment, from where it faintly twitches 


within the wet folds of soft gray matter, and 
you displace the idea onto canvas or paper 
or a block of marble, a chunk of wood, a 
sheet of metal, a spectrum of pigment, 
a group of objects yet to be arranged or 
conjoined in an approximation of that idea. 
Remove the idea from the buzzing bedsit of 
your skull, and give it a few nights on the 
town: Give it form. 

Do that in certain ways, in certain con- 
texts, and someone’s gonna call it art. 

The premise of “Out of Place,” the cur- 
rent exhibition at the Lora Reynolds Gallery, 
curated by UT’s Noah Simblist, is, says the 
curator’s statement, “related to Edward 
Said’s description of his memoir ... as ‘a 
record of a lost or forgotten world.’ He was 
referring to the Palestinian condition of 
exile - a displacement that creates a gap 
between both physical spaces and states 
of mind. But this notion can be thought of 
in more general terms, serving as the start- 
ing point for a group of artists who explore 
placelessness as it is manifest in Israel- 
Palestine. Being in one place, but consumed 
by the memory of another, produces works 
that are uncanny, combining familiar and 
unfamiliar contexts into something strange.” 

Displacement. 

Like when you take the concerns of a peo- 
ple, a geographic area, and you have those 
addressed by other people - artists displac- 
ing ideas from their heads - some of them 
not necessarily of those people or that geo- 
graphic area. An international response, in 
other words. Which is not a bad idea itself. 


Because: ethnicity, geographic area, artists, 
other limiting pigeonholes? Fuck it: We're all 
in this together. But we’re reminded, in “Out 
of Place,” how the idea of all of us being 
in this together is so often a contentious - 
sometimes a violently contentious - idea. 

Yael Bartana’s film “Mur i Wieza,” continu- 
ally screened in a darkened microtheatre 
built at the back of the gallery, shows a group 
of post-Zionist Jewish prisoners building a 
kibbutz near where the Warsaw Ghetto was 
located during World War II. Nida Sinnokrot’s 
main work here is an endangered West Bank 
butterfly, pinned, on display in the center 
of the gallery, with enlarged, mirror-image 
doubles of an Israeli occupation map turned 
into a giant butterfly on an adjacent wall and 
transformed again into a giant butterfly kite 
on another. Tom Molloy of Ireland has repro- 
duced, on a single sheet of green paper, the 
United Nations Security Council Resolution 
242, “drafted in 1967 after Israel occupied 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip.” Molloy’s 
removed the text, cut each tiny letter perfectly 
out of the paper, so the resolution can be 
easily read by what’s now missing from it. 

Oh, there’s more - more videos, photos, 
sculpture - and it’s eye-opening. It will, at 
least briefly, displace you from the urban heart 
of Austin, from the elegant interior of the 
Reynolds Gallery, to a place where you catch 
glimpses of what real displacement, forced 
physical displacement, can be like. Fortunately, 
the method of transmission here is manifest 
in certain ways, within certain contexts, and 
we can call it art. - Wayne Alan Brenner

Endhiran is an absolutely crackers Bollywood sci-fi/action 
import. Sporting a $34 million budget and all that that allows, 
Endhiran is reportedly the most expensive Indian/Tamil produc- 
tion ever filmed, which is apparent from the opening titles to 
the closing crawl. The story, like many Bollywood productions, 


feels cobbled together from all corners of 
global pop culture and includes narrative 
elements that are heavily indebted to James 
Cameron’s Terminator films, various permu- 
tations of Frankenstein, the Matrix trilogy, 
Stephen Chow’s madcap action oeuvre, and 
even, I kid you not, late-era Elvis Presley. 

And then, of course, there’s the fact that the 
filmmakers sought the likes of the Oscar- 
heavy special-effects outfit Stan Winston 
Studio ( Iron Man, Avatar), composer 
A.R. Rahman (who picked up his 
own Academy Award for Slumdog 
Millionaire), famed martial-arts fight 
choreographer (and Fantastic Fest 
Lifetime Achievement Award win- 
ner) Yuen Woo-Ping, and costume 
designer Mary E. Vogt (the Men 
in Black trilogy). The end result is 
nearly three hours of traditional Bollywood 
tropes colliding head-on with a supremely 
effects-d riven science-fiction melodrama. 

The storyline - often a stumbling block for 
Western audiences unfamiliar with the all- 
singing, all-dancing, masala-mania of the 
form - is, for once, simplicity itself. Brilliant 
but emotionally unavailable robotics scien- 
tist Dr. Vaseegaran (Bollywood superstar 
Rajinikanth) creates a superpowered android 
in his own image but fails to pay enough 


attention to his paramour, Sana (Bachchan). 
Dubbed “Chitti,” the robot - also played by 
Rajinikanth - falls for Sana after the implan- 
tation of an “emotion chip” (shades of Star 
Trek: The Next Generation’s Lt. Cmdr. Data), 
with predictably unpredictable results: Chaos 
reigns, and the entire world is imperiled. 

The film’s intricate, frankly jaw-dropping 
action set-pieces (including a breathtaking 
train pursuit) are outrageous in their sheer 
mind-melting audacity. This being 
a Bollywood picture, there are 
huge amounts of ham-on-rye mug- 
ging among the cast (particularly 
from yukmeisters Karunas and 
Santhanam). There are also sud- 
den uprisings of dance, dance 
revolutions, dodgy English sub- 
titles, and thousands of extras, all 
of whom seem to have earned their degrees 
from the Janet Jackson School of Mid-Nineties, 
Terpsichorean Strut-Rock. If you’ve never 
before entered the riotous, hyperstylized, and 
just flat-out fun world of Bollywood filmmak- 
ing, you could do a lot worse (and I do mean 
a lot worse) than Endhiran. Good, bad, and 
weird in equal amounts, it’s the best apoca- 
lyptic sci-fi-romcom-melodrama-dance-off date 
movie of the year. - Marc Savlov

BIG MOMMAS: LIKE FATHER, 

LIKE SON D: John Whitesell; with Martin Lawrence, 
Brandon T. Jackson, Jessica Lucas, Portia Doubleday, Tony 
Curran, Ana Ortiz, Ken Jeong. (PG-13, 107 min.) 

When it comes to the Big Momma 
films, “What you see is what you get,” 
as Flip Wilson’s drag alter ego Geraldine 
often pointed out. Outfitting the male of 
the species in ladies’ finery has always 
been (and will always be) good for a 
laugh. As a rule, the more confident in 
his masculinity the actor, the more likely 
the conceit won’t wear thin too quickly. 
Wilson, one of the best African-American 
comics to emerge from the turbulent 
Vietnam and post-civil rights years, 
hosted his own cross-culturally successful 
variety show on NBC from 1970 to 1974. 
As Geraldine, he famously out-spieled 
Muhammad AN and spoke to the racially 
charged temper of the times with a sass 
and pluck that also never spoke down 
to women of any race. It’s a challenge 
to say the same of Martin Lawrence, 
who returns for a third time as FBI agent 
Malcolm Turner. Forced by unlikely circum- 
stances (again) to assume the floral-print 
identity of the wisecracking Big Momma, 
the agent this time also sartorially femi- 
nizes his errant stepson Trent (Jackson), 
dubbing him Charmaine and passing him 
off as Momma’s grandniece. On the run 
from Russian mobster types, Malcolm and 
Trent hide out at an all-girls performing 
arts school while simultaneously search- 
ing for an incriminating flash drive that 
serves as the story’s MacGuffin. Hilarity 
ensues, but only if your idea of comic 
genius is, you know, Lawrence in a fat 
suit. Lawrence plays his Momma bit in 
the brash Southern matriarch vein, but 
any similarities between this series and 
Tyler Perry’s Madea outings is purely 
coincidental. I’m no fan of Perry’s blunt- 
force morality comedies, but at least his 
pseudo-sainted materfamilias is a real 
character. Lawrence’s Momma is just pure 
schtick, all flustered mugging and pre- 
cious little comic substance. And unlike 
Wilson’s Geraldine, Lawrence’s Momma 
does modern mommas no favors: She’s 
hugely obese and crude. The comic, his 
career now apparently in total free fall, 
tackles the (dual) role(s) so broadly (no 
pun intended) that it’s just plain annoying 
- doubly so when you consider that the 
entire plot (no thanks to scribe Matthew 
Vogel) is just a cheap rip on Billy Wilder’s 
Some Like It Hot. - Marc Savlov

CARBON NATION D: Peter Byck; narrated 

by Bill Kurtis. (NR, 82 min.) 

Byck wastes no time at the start of his 
documentary proving that global warming 
and climate change are, indeed, actual 
facts of life and constitute the most 
dire threat to the continuation of life on 


Earth. These assumptions are givens, as 
is Byck’s assertion that human beings 
will continue to release planet-destroying 
amounts of carbon dioxide into the envi- 
ronment until governmental penalties for 
emissions are enacted and enforced. But 
before complete despondency sets in and 
you’re about ready to string yourself up 
by your car’s dastardly fan belt, Carbon 
Nation allows its sunnier side to take 
over and recounts the many things that 
can be done on an individual basis to 
counteract the inevitable doom of human- 
kind. Using peppy graphics and anima- 
tion, as well as an upbeat narration by 
Kurtis, the film wants to enlist viewers to 
become part of the solution. Simple and 
familiar counteractions such as switching 
to compact fluorescent light bulbs from 
incandescents and weatherizing homes 
are touted. Paint your roof white and take 
five-minute showers instead of baths, 
says the film in its suggestion list at the 
end. Prior to that, Carbon Nation bom- 
bards viewers with bundles of graphically 
stylized statistics and the various and far- 
flung fronts on which the battle against 
global warming is being waged. The film’s 
hectic pace and flow has more in com- 
mon with design of a kids’ educational 
TV show, and although the information 
seems sometimes chaotic, it is always 
lively, thought-provoking, and inspirational. 
Byck and his crew crisscross the country 
visiting individuals who are engaged in 
paradigm-changing exercises in reducing 
carbon emissions. These people are the 
heart of the movie and range from well- 
known figures such as former CIA direc- 
tor R. James Woolsey, columnist Thomas 
L. Friedman, and entrepreneur Richard 
Branson to little-heralded personalities 
such as Cliff Etheredge, a West Texas 
wind and cotton farmer; Dan Nolan, a for- 
mer colonel and activist in Green Hawks; 
and various energy-company executives 
and corporate CEOs who speak to the 
wisdom of weaning ourselves off of fos- 
sil fuels. “Do it because you’re a greedy 
bastard,” says one, and that more or less 
summarizes the film’s attitude. Byck is 
not interested in making a lofty pitch to 
those simply concerned with bettering 
our planet. Few of the people interviewed 
could be described as lefty tree-huggers 
or idealistic rainbow-chasers. Their proj- 
ects offer solutions to present-day eco- 
nomic problems and proposals for future 
prosperity. Green businesses and green 
military practices make economic sense. 
Unfortunately, Carbon Nation sidesteps all 
issues regarding the financial incentives 
and human tendency toward complacency 
which keep us so dependent on fossil 
fuels and nuclear energy. As the film 
jumps around exploring wind farms and 
algae pools, geothermal and solar tech- 
nologies, and green farming and building 
practices, hope builds that our problems 
may not be insoluble. Yet there’s also the 
recognition that individual solutions are 
but a drop in the bucket when calculated 
on a global scale. It makes you wonder, 
ultimately, how the carbon footprint cre- 
ated by the film will stand up to the test 
of time. - Marjorie Baumgarten

An optimist might light on the intrigue 
packed into the title’s terse tergiversation, 
and surely Unknown is never better than 
in its early stages when the audience still 
hopes the little gray cells may get a work- 
out alongside the adrenal gland. This thrill- 
er, from the Catalonian director of Orphan, 
swiftly establishes the facts - an academic 
named Martin Harris (Neeson) arrives in 
snowy Berlin with his pretty wife, Elizabeth 
(Jones), to deliver a speech at a biotech- 
nology conference - and then immediately 
calls those facts into question when Martin 
suffers a head injury and wakes from a 
coma to discover his colleagues brand- 
ing him an impostor, another man (Quinn) 
sporting his nametag at the conference, 
and Elizabeth denying all knowledge of him. 
(One can imagine the keepsake mug: “I 
cheated death, and all I got was my lousy 
wife swearing I’m a perfect stranger.”) The 
gray cells, keen for some mental gymnas- 
tics, leap into action - Is Martin crazy? Or 
is this all some winding conspiracy? - and 
for a time, Unknown enjoyably motors along 
on the anticipation of more subterfuge or 
some plot-twisting prestidigitation. We wait: 
sniffing for clues in every raised eyebrow, 
perking at the sight of a sinister German 
trailing Martin, his sketchiness signposted 
with modernity’s version of a curling mus- 
tachio - the hands-free Headset of Evil 
attached to one ear. And we wait some 
more. Pretty soon, we’re at the cooling- 
of-the-heels place. Yes, yes, there’s a 
more-than-passable car chase that skitters 
dangerously close to the trolley line, but 
soon after - yet long before the thudding 
big reveal, with all its moral quandaries 
quashed with a Hollywood action hero’s 
self-righteous fervor - a deadening realiza- 
tion sets in. This is no more (but no less?) 
than what we have rather oddly come to 
expect from Neeson in his late period 
(Taken, The A-Team) - not quite a riddle 
wrapped in an enigma, just a paycheck gig 
cloaked in an actioner, moonlighting as a 
travelogue. - Kimberley Jones

ANOTHER YEARd: Mike Leigh; with 

Jim Broadbent, Lesley Manville, Ruth Sheen, Oliver

Don’t be thrown by the gentle score or the 
automatic balm of watching British people in cozy 
sweaters: Another Year is a brutalizer. The film doc- 
uments isolated events - nonevents, really - in the 
home of the long-married couple, Tom and Gerri 
(Broadbent and Sheen). Leigh never spells out the 
relationship dynamics that drive the film. But it’s 
all there, in the intimacy with which Tom and Gerri 
read the newspaper, their shorthand language, 
and the pointed looks they share when their friend 
and frequent guest Mary (Manville) refills her wine 
glass for the umpteenth time. Without sermonizing, 
Leigh and Manville create a portrait of how casual 
drinking can corrode into something essential and 
isolating. What emerges, most forcefully, in this 
brilliantly acted film that rattles to the core, is the 
primacy of the family unit, with its closed-circuit 
looping, and the unremitting awfulness of what it’s 
like to be on the outside of that loop, looking in.

The urban grit of the Barcelona streets where 
Inarritu’s Biutiful takes place illuminates a world 
of exploited workers, off-the-books commerce, 
and suffering souls. Bardem’s Uxbal has more 
problems than Jesus’ crown had thorns. He is the 
middleman between the Chinese counterfeiters of 
various products and the illegal immigrants who 
manufacture and sell them. He is a loving father, 
and though he is a faithful provider, the provisions 
are meager; he picks up cash here and there 
with his ability to communicate with the dead. 

Then there’s this little kicker: Uxbal is dying of a 
terminal disease and only has a few months to 
live. Biutiful works because of the spectacular per- 
formance by Bardem and Inarritu’s poetic nuances 
that seep beyond the edges of every frame. 

Ifiarritu dedicates Biutiful to his father, and in this 
sense, the film reveals a child’s illumination about 
what it really means to be a good parent and pro- 
vider.

The dream, it turns 
out, is prophetic: Nina is tapped by the troupe’s 
manipulative director (Cassel) to play the Swan 
Queen - both the sweet, virginal White Swan and 
her evil twin, the provocative Black Swan. Nina is 
a tentative young woman who still lives with her 
overbearing mother (Hershey). Already crumbling 
under the stresses of training and a twisted home 
life, soon enough she’s having scary visions of her 
body’s metamorphosis into a swan. This is about 
flight from self. That simple fact is obscured by 
Aronofsky’s expert use of horror-film technique, 
wherein even the squish of a cut grapefruit is 
amplified to queasy, supremely uneasy effect. But 
what startles most is how exquisitely controlled 
his command of so much madness truly is.

Only Damon, as 
Texas Ranger LaBoeuf, captures the boneheaded- 
ness of his character’s grandiloquent language and 
self-importance. Bridges plays it straight, abandoning 
all sentimentality and giving the role a lived-in feel- 
ing. Yet whatever led the actor to deliver his lines in 
a mumbling growl is a true mystery. True Grit (much 
of which was filmed here in Austin and in nearby 
Granger) has some handsome sequences but, over- 
all, lacks these filmmakers’ usually precise eye and 
craftsmanship. All this is not to say that True Grit is 
an awful film; it’s just that the Coens have set their 
own standards for excellence, and this film falls 
short.

Nevertheless, the stars of The 
Yogi Bear Show, which ran on TV in the early Sixties, 
have clawed their way onto the silver screen. Yogi 
(voiced by Aykroyd) still lives in Jellystone Park and 
still proclaims himself “smarter than the average 
bear.” Aided by Boo Boo (voiced by Timberlake), he 
devises elaborate plots to separate park visitors 
from their “pic-i-nic” baskets. The talking bear makes 
life difficult for Ranger Smith (Cavanagh) but is one 
of the lures that brings documentary filmmaker 
Rachel (Faris) to the park to shoot a film. When the 
corrupt local mayor (Daly) decides to sell Jellystone’s 
logging rights, the bears and humans join forces to 
obstruct the sale. Only the youngest, most undis- 
cerning viewers will want to decamp to Jellystone.

“We could hear 
everything perfectly; it elevated 
everyone’s musicianship to a high 
degree. Every single person per- 
formed to the best of their ability, 
which is why we didn’t do more 
than four takes on any song.” 
Alhambra is the band’s debut 
full-length, holding a dozen songs 
recorded in the church on Marty 
Lester’s mobile unit. Maurice 
Chammah, who heads up MF-related 
Oikos and recently returned from 
Cornell, says it was also a challenge 


to unite the music “in the way that 
a symphony has a conductor but 
the conductor doesn’t play. The 
sound is of everybody.” 

Accordionist and vocalist Tamir 
Kalifa agrees. 

“The first record sometimes 
sounded like a string quartet. On 
this record, there are string quartet 
moments. The bigness of the sound 
isn’t a front. It’s really that big.” 

With “our old mentor” Graham 
Reynolds opening, the magic of the 
night is ensured. Violinst Yun Du 
has just one more thing to add: 
“We’ll get naked for a Chronicle 
cover, too.” - Margaret Moser
